Nor time as it is ſaide before ) to performe the fame : 


There were on this diſcouerie, no lefle then 100 perſonnes, 
who can all witneſſe, that when we paſt any braunch ot the 
river to yewe the land within, and ({taid from our boats bur 
ſix houres, wee were driuen to wade tothe eyeszat our re- 
rurne : and ifwe attempted the ſame the day following, it 
was impoſſible either to forde it, or toſwimit, both by rea- 
ſon of the ſwiftneſſe, and alſo for that the boxders were ſa 
peſtred with faſt woods,asneither bote nor man could finde 
place , either to land, or-to imbarque : for in Tune , July, 
Augult , and September, it is impoſſible to nauigate any 
of thoſe rijuers , Me ſuch is the furie of the Carrene , and 
there are ſo many trees and woods ouerflowne, as it anie 
boate but touch-yppon anie tree or ſtake, it is impoſſible 


toſaue any one perſon therein : and ere we departed the land, 
tran with that ſwiftnefſe, as we draue downe moſt commonly 


again{tthe winde,lttle lefle then one hundred mules a day:Be- 
{des our yeffels wege no other then wherries , one little barge. 
a imall cockboate, and a bad Galiota, which wee framed in 
haſt for that purpole at Triedaao , and thoſe little boates 
had nyne or ten men apecce,with all their victuals, and armes. 
Itis further true, that we were about 400. miles from our 
ſhippes,and had bene a moneth from them, which alſo we leit

with Fxerte venturathe 17.0t the ſame moneth,where 
we ſpenttwo orthreedaics , and relicued our compa- 
nies with ſome freſh meate. Fromthence wee coaſted 
by the Gran Canaria, and ſo to Tenerife , and ſtaied there 
for the Lyons whelp your Lordſhipsſhip,and for cap- 
taine Amys Preiton andthe reſt: But when after 7.07 8. 
daics we found themnort, weedeparted and directed 
our courſefor Trinedado with mine owneſhippe,.and a 
{mall barke of Captaine Croſs onely({ for we had be- 
fore loſt ſight of a ſmall Gallic on'the coaſt of Spayxe , 
which came with vs from Phmmonth-).wee arriued at 
Trmmedado the 22. of March, caſting ancour at point 
C:riapar,'"which the Spanyards call purto de Gallo;zwhich 
is ſicuate in 8. degrees or there abouts: we abode there 
4.0r 5. daies,and inallthattimewe came not to the 
= ſpeach 
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ſpeach ofanie Indian or Spaniard: onthe coaſt we ſaw 
a fire ,, as we ſailed from the point Caras towatds Caria- 
pan , but for feare of the Spaniards, none durſt ;come 
to ſpeake with vs. I my ſelte coafted it inmy barge 
cloſe abord the ſhore and landed in euery Couec, the 
better to know the Iland, while the ſhips keptthe cha- 
nell. From Cxriapar after a fewe daies we turned vp 
Northeaſtro recouerthat place which the Spaniards 
cal preerto ae los Hiſpanioles and the inhabitants Conqueras 
bia, andas before ( reuictualing my barge ) TI left the 
ſhippes and kept by the ſhore, the better to come 10 
ſpeach. with ſome of the inhabitantes ,and alſo to vny 
derſtand theriuers, watring plates and portes of the 
and which (asit is rudely. done) my purpoſe is tg 
ſend your Lordſhip after a few daies. From Curiapas [ 
came toa port & featof Indians called -Parizo- where 
we found a freſh-water riuer., but ſawe no people. 
From thence I .rowed to another port: , called by 
the naturals Piche , and by the Spaniardes Tierra de 
Brea: In the way betweene both. were diuers little 
brooks of freſh water,8 one ſalt riuerthat had ſtore of 
oiſters vpon the branches of the trees, 8& werevery ſalt 
& wel taſted, Alrheir oiſters grow vpon:thoſeboughs 
and ſpraies, and not onthe ground: the like is com- 


monlie feene in the VVelt Indies: and elſe where, 


This tree is deſcribed by A»dreve Thenct in hisfrench 
Antartique , and the forme figured in his booke 
as a plante verye-ſtraunge , and by Plirie in his 
X11, booke of his naturall hiſtorie .

This land of Trinzedado hath the forme of a ſheep- 
hook, andis butnarrow ,the north part is very moun- 
teynous,the ſoileis very excellent and wil beare ſugar, 
ginger,or any other commodity that the Indies yeeld.

Ithath alfo for bread ſufficieat Mar, Caſanr, and of 
thoſe roots and fruits whichare. common cuery where 
in the welt 7 »dies,[thath diuers beaſts,which the Indies 
haue not:the ſpantards cotefſed that they found grains 
of gold in ſome of the riuers,bur they hauing apurpoſe 
tocnter Griana the Magazin of allrich mertels)cared 
not to ſpendrime in the ſearch therofany farther. This

Meeting with the ſhips at puerto de los Hiſpanioles we 
foundatthe landing place a company of Spanyardes 
 whokepta guard atthe deſcent , and they-offering a 
ſigne of peace [ſent Captaine rhiddo» to {peake with 
them , whome afterward to my great griete [left buri- 
edin the ſaid Ilandafter myreturne from Guiana , bee- 
ing a man.moſt honeſt and valiant, *The Spanyards ſe- 
med ro be deſirous to trade with vs ,.andto enter into | 
rearms of peace,more tor doubt of their own ſtrength 
then for oughtelſe , and inthe endvpon pledge, ſome 
of them caine abord : the ſame eucning there ſtale 
alſo abord vs in a fmall Caxoatwo Indians , the one of 
them beinga Ca/qze or Lordoft people called Canry- 
2141 , who had the yeare before beene with Captaine 
rhiddoa , and was of his acquaintance. By this ( an- 
:yman wee vnderſtood. what ſtrength the Spaniardes 
had , how farre it was totheir-Citie, and of - Do A4»- 
thonio de Berreo the gouemnour,who was aid to be {laine 
in his ſecond attempt of Gxia-a, but was nor. 
— Whileweremained at paerro de los 11iſpanioles lore 
Spantardes came abordvs to buy lynnen of the com- 
pany, andſuch other thinges as they wanted, and alſo 
to view our ſhippes and company, all which I enter- 
tained kindly and feaſted after our manner : by meanes 
whereof I learned of oye and another as much of the 
eſtate of Gwrazaas I could, oras they knew, for thoſe 
poore ſouldiers. having beene many yeares without 
wine ,a fewe draughtes made them metry, in which 
moodethey vaunted of Gaza and of the riches therof, 
andall what they knew ofthe waics and paſlages My

ſelfe ſeeming to purpole nothing leſfle then the ente- 
rance or diſcouerie thereof , but bred inthem an opi-

| brute was come among them , which { had perforined 


- 11 my returne if extremity of weather had not forſt me 


from the ſaid coaſt; DO 0 
| Tfound occaſions of ſtaying in this place fortwo 


cauſes: the one was to be reuenged of Berres, who the 


yearebeforc betraied 8.0t Captaine Fhidaons men,and 
roke them while he departed trom them to ſeeke the E, 
Bonanenture, Which arriued at Trinedado the day before 
from the Eaſt Izdes : in whoſe abſence Berreo ſent 
a Canog abord the pinnace onely with 7:dians and dogs 
inuiting the company to goe with theminto the wods 
to kil adeare,who like wiſe men inthe ablence of their 
Captaine followed the I»diass but were no ſooner one 
harquebuſh ſhot from the ſhore , but Berreos ſouldiers 
lying inambuſh had them all, notwithſtanding that he 
| had'gjuen his worde to Captaine hidden that they 


ſhould take water and wood ſafelie: the other cauſe of 


vy ſtay was, for that by diſcourſe with the Sparraras I 
dailylearned moreand more of Guiana, of the riuers 
and paſſages , and of the enterprize of Yerreo, by what 
meanes orfault hefailed,and how he meant to proſe- 
_ curethe ſame. , 

While werthus ſpentthetime I was aſſured by ano- 
ther Cafqze ofthe north ſide of the land, that Berreo 
had ſentto Aſargzerita & to Cumanator {ouldiers mea- 
ning to haue giuen mea Caſſado at parting,it it had bin 
poſiible. For alrhough he had giuen order through all 
the Iland that no 7ndiar ſhould come aborde to trade 
B3 with, 
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with me vpon paine of hanging and quartering , ( ha- 


uing executedtwo of them for the ſame which [ afrer- 
wardes founde)yet eucry nightthere came ſomewith 


 moſtlamentable complaints of his cruelty how hehad 


deuided the Land & giuen to euery ſoldier apart, that 
he made the ancient Cafquiwhich were Lordes ofthe - 
country to be their{laues,that he kept them in chains, 
& dropped their naked bodies with burning bacon ,& 


| ſuch othertorments, which I found afterwards to be 


truc:forinthecity after lentred the ſame,therewere 5. 
ofthe Lords or litle kings(which they cal Cafqaiinthe 
welt Indies)in one chaine almoſt dead of farfvinal and 
waſted with torments : theſe ate called in their own 
language Acarewang , and now of late fince Engliſh , 


' French,& Spaniſh are come among them , they cal 


themſelues (apirayner, becauſe they perceiue that the 
chiefe(t ofcuery ſhip is called by thatname. Thoſe fiue 


({apitaynes inthe chaine were called wannawarare , Car- 


roaori, Maguarin? 17 arroopanana, & Aterima. Yoas both 


to bereucnged of the former wrong, as allo conſide- 
ring that to enter Gziaza oy [mall boats,to depart 400. 
or 590.miles from my ſhips,and to leaue agarifon in 
my backe intereſſedin the ſame enterprize , who' alſo 
daily expected {upplies.ourt of Spaine, I ſhould haue 
fauoured very much ofthe Afﬀe: and therforetaking a 
time of moſt aduantage, I ſer vponthe Corp dz puard in 
the euening,and hauing purthem to the [word , ſente 
Captaine Ca/fei/4 onwards with 60.ſoldiers,8& my ſelf 
followed with 40.more 8& ſo toke their new city which 
they called S.,loſeph,by breake of day: they abode not a- 
ny fightafterafew ſhot, &al beingdiſiniſſed bur onely 
Berreoand his companion,I brought them with me a- 


bord,

bord.,andat the inſtance of the Indians I fet their new 

City of S. Jeſephs on fire, LIED - 
 Theſameday arriued Captaine George Grfford with 
your Lord ſhips ſhip, & Captaine Keymis whom T loſt 
on the coaſt of Spaine, with the Ga/lego, andinthem 
diuers Gent.and others, which to ourlittle army was a 
great comfort and ſupply. 
We then haſtened away towards our purp ofed dif- 
couery, and firſt I called all the Captaines ofthe Iland 
cogether that were enemies to the Spaniards,for there 
were ſome which Berreo-had brought out oforhercoun 
rries, & phynted there to ear out & walt thoſe that were 
naturaloftheplace,8&by my Indian interpreter,which 
I caried out of England, I madethem vnderſtand thar 
1 was the feruantof a Queene, who was the greatCa/- 
qze of the north , and a virgin, andhad more Caſiqui 
vnder herthen there were trees in their lland - that ſhe 
was an enemy tothe Caſeellanrin reſpect of their tyran- 
nie and oppreſſion, and that ſhe deliueredall fuch na- 
tions about her,as were by them oppreſled,and hauing 
freedallthe coaſt ofthe northren world from theirſer- 
uitude had ſent me to free them alſo,and with al ro de. 
fend the countrey of Gxiaza from their inuafion and 
conquelt.I ſhewed them her maieſttespicture which 
they ſo admired and honored, as it had beene caſte to 
have broughtthem Idolatrous thereof, * 
| Thelike & amoreJargediſcourſeI made tothe reſt 
of the nations both in my paſſing to G=iana,& to thoſe 
ofthe borders,ſfo as inthat part ofthe world her maic- 
ſy is very famous and admirable, whom they now call 
Ezrabeta Caſſipuna Aquerewana,which 18As much as E!t- 
z4beth , the great princefle or greateſt;commaunder. 
B4 T his 


8 Sir W. Raleg 15 diſcouerie of the 
This done wee left puerto de los Hiſpanioles , and re- 
rurned to Curiapan , and hauing Berreo my priſo- 
nour I gathered from him asgmuch of Gx4a14 as he 
knewe, ” : 

This Berreo is a gent. well deſcended, and had long 
ſerued the Spaniſh king in Milain , Naples, thelowe 
Cagntries and elſe where,very valiant and liberall,and 
a hr. of great aſſurednes , andofa great heart: I v- 
{ed him according to his eſtate and worth in all things 
[ could,according to the ſmall meanes I had. 

[lent Captaine #hiddon the yeare before to get what 
knowledge he could of Gia»a, and the end of my ior- 
ney atthistime was to diſcouer andenterthe ſame,but 
my intelligence was farre tromrueth, forthe country 
is ſituate aboue 600. Engliſh miles further from the 
ſea, then I was made belecue ir had beene,which after- 
ward vnderſtanding to be true by Berreo, 1 kept itfrom 
tae knowledge of my companie , who ele woulde 
nceuer haue beene brought to attempt the ſame : of 
which 600, miles I paſſed 400. leauing my ſhippes fo 
farre from meat ancorin the ſea, which was more of 
defire to performe that diſcoucry,then ofreaton, eſpe- 
cially hauing ſuch poore & weake veſlels to tranſport 
ourſclues in; for inthe bottom of an old Galego which 
[ cauſed to befaſhioned ike a Galley,and in one barge, 
two wherries,and a ſhip bote of the Lyons whelpe,we 
caricd 100perfons and theirvicuals for a moneth in 
the ſame,beingaldriuen tolieintheraine and wether, 
12 the openaire,inthe burning ſunne,& vpon the hard 
bords,and todrefſe our meat,and to carry al manner of 
furnitute inthem,wherewith they were {opeſtred and 
valauery , that what with vicuals being moſt 
wit

with the weete clothes of fo many men thruſt together 


and the heate of the ſunne , I will vndertake there was 
neuer any priſon in England, that coulde be founde 


more voſauory and lothfome, eſpecially to my ſelfe, 


who had for many yeares before beene diered and 
cared for inaſort farre differing. 

If Capraine Preftoz had nor beene perſwaded that he 
ſhould haue come too late to Trivedado to haue found 
vs there ( for the moneth was expired which 1 promi- 
ſed totarry for him there ere he couldrecouer the coaſt 


of Spaine) butthat it had pleaſed God he might haue 


ioyned with vs, and that wee hadentred the countrey 
but ſome ten daies ſooner ere the riuers were ouerflow- 
ewe had aduenturedeitherto haue gone to the great 
City of azo, or at leaſt taken ſo many of the other 
Cities and townes neerer at hand,as would haue made 
aroyallreturne : But it pleaſed not God ſomuch to fa. 
uour me ar this time : if it ſhalbe my lot to proſecute 
the ſame, 1 ms fpend my life therein, andif 
any elſe ſhalbe enabled thereunto , and conquere the 
ſame, I aſſure himthus much, he ſhall performe more 
then euer was done in Mexico by Cortez, or in Pers by 


Pacaro,whereof the one conquered the Empire of 34#- 


tezuma,the otherof G uaſcar,and A tabalipa,and whatſo- 
cuer Prince ſhall poſleſle it, that Prince ſhalbe Lorde 
of more Gold ,andof a more beautifull Empire, and 
of more Cities andpeople , then eyther the king of 
Spayne, orthe great Turke. 

But becauſe there may ariſe many doubtes , and 
how this Empire of G«/ena is become ſo populous, 
and aJorned with ſo manie greate Cities, Townes, 
Temples, and threafures , I thought good to make ir 
= knowen, 
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knowen,that the Emperour now raigning is diicended 
| fromthoſe magnificent Princes of Perz of whoſe large 
rerritories, of whoſe pollicies gconqueits, edifices, and 
riches Pearo de Cieza,Franciſco Lopez, and others nauc 
written large diſcourſes: tor when Frazciſco Pacaro,D:- 
coo Almagro and others conquered the ſaid Empire of 
Pern,and had put to death A4rabalipa tonne to Grajna- 
capa, which Atabalipa had formerly caufed his eldeſt 
brother Gzaſcar to be flaine,one ofthe younger ſonnes 
of Gxayracapa fled out of Pers, and tooke with him 
many thoulandes of thoſe ſouldiers of the Empyre 
called Oretiores and with thoſe and many others which 
| followed him,he vanquiſhed althat tra and v alley of 
Americawhich is ſituate berweenethe ereat rivers of 
Amazones.,and Baraguan , otherwiſe called Or e3:.0Ke and 
J1aranion , 

The Empyre of $iara is direly eaſt "AIR Peru 
towards the {ca, and lieth vnder the Equinoctial line , 
and it hath more abundance of Golfe then any _ 
_ of Pera, and as many or more great Citics then cucr 
Peru had when it foriſhed moſt: itis gouerned by the 
ſamelawes, and the Emperour and people obſerue 
the ſame religion ,andrheſameforme and pollicics in 
guernment as was vſedin Pery , not differing in any 
part : and as T have beene aſſured by ſuch of the Spary- 
ardes as haue feene Manoathe cmperiall Citic of Guia- 
na which the Spanyardes cal e/ Dorado,that for the great- 
nes,forthe riches, andfor the excellent feate, it farre 
exccederh any of the world, atleaſt of fo much of the 
worldas is knowen tothe Spaniſh nation:it is founded 
vpon alake of falt water of 200. Jeagues long like vnto 


ware caſpi, And ifwe compare itto that of Per#,& bur 
reade 
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readethe report of Franciſco Lopez, & others,it wil ſeeme 


more then credible, and becauſe we may 1iudee of the 


ene by the other, I thought goodto inſert part of the 


120, chapter of Lopez in his generall hiſtorie of the 7» 
dizs, whercin hedifcribeth the court and magnificence 
of Gupacaia , aunceſtor tothe Emperour of Guiana, 
whole vcry words are rele, Todo el ſernicio de ſu caſa, 
 meſa,y coninaera dz or0,y de pitta, y quando menos de plata, 
y cobre por macrewio.

med giants, and the figures in proportion and: bignes 
of allthe beaſtes, birdes, trees and hearbes, that th: 
eartit b:inzeth forth : and of all the fiſhes that rhe ſea 
Or watets of his kinzdome breedech, Hee had alſo 
ropes, budgets, cheſtes and croughs of golde and 11- 


uer heapes of billers of golde that ſeemed woode ,

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12 Tux D1iscoverler 
marked outto burne.Finallytherewas nothing in his 
countrey,whereot hee hadnot the counterteat in golc: 
Yeaandthey ſay, The 7»g: had a garden of pleaſure 
inan Iland neere Pa, wherc they went to recreate 
themſclues, when they would takethe ayre of the ſea; 


which hadall kind of garden bearbes,flowers and trees 
of Gold and Siluer, an inuention , & nagnificenceril 


 thenneuer ſeene : Beſides allthis, he had an infinite 
- quantitie of filuer and gold vawrought in C:zco which 


was loſt by the death of Gzaſcar , for the Indians hid 


it, ſceing that the Spaniards rookeit, and ſent it in- 


to Spayne. 

And inthe 117, Chapter Franciſco Picarro cauſed the 
Golde and Siluer of Frabalipa to bee weyed, after 
hee had taken it, which Lopez ſctteth downe in theſe 
wordes following. 

Hallaron cinquenta.y dos mil marcos de bmera plata ,y vn 
willon y trexientos y veinte » ſeys mil, y qumientos peſos de 
oro , Which is : They founde fiftic and two thouſand 
markes of good ſilver, and one million, and three 
hundred twentie and {1xethouſand and five hundred 
peſoes of golde. | 

| Nowealthough theſe reportes may ſeeme ſtraunge, 
yet it wee conſ:derthe many millions which are daily 
brought out of Per» into Spaine, wee may eaſely be- 
lceue the ſame, for wee finde that by the abundant 
treaſure of that countrey , the Spaniſh King vexeth 
allthe Princes of Europe, and is become in a fewe 
yeares from a poore king of Caſtile the greateſtmo- 


narke of this part of the worlde, and Ukelie cuery 


_ day toincreale, if other Princes forſloe the good oc- 


caſtons offered, and ſuffer him roadde this Empireto 
1 _— the 
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thereſt, which by farre exceedeth all thereit: if his 
golde now indaunger vs, hee will then be vnreliſta- 
ble . Suchof the Spaniards as afterwarde endeuou- 
red the conqueſt thereof (whereof there haue beene 
many as ſhall bee declared hcereatter )thought that 
tifis /zga,(of whome this Emperor now limog 1s del- 
cended)tooke his way by the riuer of .4mazore:,by that 
braunch which is called Papamere , tor by that way. foj- 
lowed Oretano( by the commaundement of the Mar- 
quis Pacarro in the yeare 15 42.]whoſenametheriver 
alſo beareth this day, which i5 allo by others called 47a- 
ragnon,althogh Andrew Themwet dorh affirm that between 
Maragnon and Anzones there are 120, leagues: but 
ſure itis that thoſe riuers have one head & beginning, 
and that /aragros which Thene: delcribeth is bur a 
braunch of Amazones ar Orehiano,of which] willpeake 
more in an other place . Itwas alſo attempted by 


Drego Ordace , but whether before Orcliano or after . 
knowe: not : butitis now fittle leſſe then, 70. yeares. 
ſince that Ordace a knight cf the order of Same Jage. 
attempted the ſame: anditwas inthe yeare 1542. that 


Oreliano diſcoucred the riuerof eAmazore:; burthe firſt 
that ener ſawe cAaria was lotarnes Martmes maſter 
of the munition to Cr/aces - At aportecalled 17c- 
Yequito in Griara there lyeth at this date a g£rcatl ANCOL 
of Ozdaces ſhippe , and this portis ſome Zoo. miles 
within the lande , vpon the greate riuer of Orezogue. 
1 reſtedat this port fowre dates: twentie daies at- 
ter Teſtrhe ſhippes at C#riafan ., T herelaticn ofthis 
Aartynes (who was the firſt that difſcouered 27aroa) his 
ſuccefle &endis tobe ſeencin the Chauncery of Sai:

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100.gen clemen \ ſoldiers, rowers, bote-keepers,boies, 
and of all ſorts: neither could any of the forepaſled 
vndertakers, nor Berrco himfelte diſcouer the country, 
till now larely by conference with an ancient king 
called Carapara he got the true light thereof: for Ber- 
re Came aboue 1 -00.miles, cre he vnderttood otight, 
or could fiade any paſlage or entrance into any part 
thereof,yet he had experience of all theſe forenamed, 
and divers others, and was perfwaded of their errors 
and miitakings. Berreo fought itby tie rtuer Caſſarar, 
which falleth into 4 great river called Pato,Pate falleth 
into Aer, and v7 e14 into Baragian, which 1s allo 
called Oreneque | 
He tooke Chis 10: IFOCY i OM News YeVano de Granada 
where he dwelr,-auirg the inherirance of Conch x 
menes in thoſe parts : Iic was followed with 700.horle, 
he draue with Tien 1009, head of cattell, he had alſo 
many women,Indians,and ſlaves. How all theſe riuers 
crofle and encounter, how the countrie lieth and is 
bordred, the paſſage of Cemexes, and of Berreo, mine 
owne diſcouctie: and the way that I entred, with all 
the reſt of the nations and riuers, your Lordſhip ſhall 
receiue 11 a large Cart or Map, which I haue nat yer 
finiſhed,and which I ſhall moſt humbly pray your Lo. 
to ſecret a nd not to {iuffer it to paſſe your own hands ; 
for by a dra':ght thereof all may bee preuented by 
_ nations. For I know it1s this very yeere fought 
by the French, although by the way that they now 
take, I teare jt not much. Ir was alſo told me ere I de- 
parted England, that Y ihers the Admirall was in pre- 
paration for the planting of Amazones, to whica riuer 
the French haue made diners voiages, and gr: 
muC 
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much gold and other rarities. I ſpake with a captaine 


ofa French ſhip that came from thence, his ſhip ri- 


ding 1n Fa/mouth, the ſame yeere that my ſhips came 


frit trom Virginia. | 


There was another this yeere in Helford that alſo 


came from thence, and had been 14. moneths atan 


ancor in Amazones, which were both veryrich. Al- 
though as I am per{waded , Guiana cannot beentred 
that way, yet no doubt the trade of gold from thence 
paſſeth by branches of riuers into the riuer of Amazo- 
nes, and ſo it doth on euery hand farre from the coun- 
trey it ſelfe, for thoſe Indians of Trexedado haue plates 
of gold from Gniaza , and thoſe Canbals of Dominica 
which dwell in the Ilands by which our ſhips paſſe 
yeerly to the veſt I ndies,allo the Indians of Paria thoſe 
Indians called Twcaris, Chochi, Apotomios, Cumanagotos, 
and all thoſe other nations inhabiting nere about the 


mountaines that run from Paria thorow the Prouince 
of FVenſuello, and'in Maracapana, and the Canibals of 
G#anipa, the Indians called Aſawai. Coacr, Ararand the 


reſt (all which ſball be deſcribed in my deſcription as 
they are {ituate)haue plates of gold of Guiana, And vp- 
on the riuer of Amazones Theaet writeth that the pEo- 


ple weare Croiſſants of gold,for of that form the Guians- 


ans moſt commonly make them : So as from Dominica 
to Amazores which is aboue 250.leagues,all the chiefe 
Indians in al parts weare of thoſe plates of Guiana.Vn- 
doubtedly thoſe that trade Amazores retvrne much 
gold, which (as is aforeſaid) commeth by trade from 
G#iana,by ſoine branch ofa river that falleth from the 
countrey into Amazores, andeither it 15 by the river 
which paſleth by the nations called 7:/naavs, or by Ca- 
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 repuna, I made inquiric amongſt the moſt ancient and 
beſt traueled of the Orenoqueponi,&e Thad knowledge of 
all the riuers between Oreneque and Amazenes,and was 
very deſirous to vnderſtand the truth of thoſe warlike 
women, bicaule of ſome it is beleeued, of others not: 
And though I digrefle from my purpoſe , yer I will 


ſer downe what hath been deliuered me for truth of 


thoſe women, and1I ſpake with a Ca/qzeor Lord of 


people that told me he had been in the river , and be- 
yonditalſo. The nations of theſe women are on the 


ſouth ſide of the riuer in the Prouinces of Topags, and 


their chiefeſt ſtrengrhs and retraicts are in the Ilands 
ſcituate on the ſouth ſide of the entrance, ſome 60. 


leagues within the mouth of the ſaid riuer. The me- 


mories of the like women are very ancient as well in 
Africaas in Afa: In Africa thoſe that had CAtedsſa for 
Qneene: others in Scuchianeere the riuers of Tanars and 
Thermadox;we find allo that Lampedo and 1M artheſra 
were Qeexs of the Amazones: in many hiſtories they 
are verified to have been, and in diuers ages and Pro- 


vinces: But they which are not far from Gziana do ac- | 


companie with men butonce in ayeere, and for the 
time of one moneth , which I gather by their rclation 
to be in Aprill. Act that time all the Kings of the bor- 
ders aflemble, and the Queenes of the 4#1azones, and 
after the Queens haue choſen , rhe reſt caſt lots for 
their Valentines, This one moneth,they teaſt,daunce,8: 
drinke of their wines in abundance, & the Moone be- 
ing done, they all depart to their owne Prouinces. It 
they conceiue , and be deliuered of a fonne, they re-

all chis time he neuer could learne of any paſlage into 


Guiana, nor any newes or fame thereof,vntill he came 
to the farther border of the ſaid Amapaia , eight daies 
tourney from the riuer Caro/i , which was the fartheſt 
river that we entred. Among thoſe of Amapaia, Guiana 


_ was famous, butfew of theſe people accoſted Berreo, 
or woulde trade with him the firſt three months of 
the ſix which he ſojourned there. This Amapaia is 
alſo maruellous rich in gold (as both Berreoconfeſled, 
and thoſe of Guiaza with whom I had moſt confe- 
rence) andis ſituate vpon Orencke alſo. In this coun- 


trey Berreo loſt 60.0f his beſt ſoldiers, and-moſt of all 
his horſe that remained of his former yeeres trauel! :

pecting,nor 1n anie ſort foreknowing the danger were 
infected with a greenous kind of flux by drinking ther- 
of,and euen the very norſes poiſoned therewith : Info 
much as at the end of the {ix months rhart they abode 
there, of all there troups, there were not left aboue 
120. ſoldiers, and neither horſe nor cattle. For Berres 
hoped to haue found G#iana by 1000, miles neerer 
than itfell out to be in the end, by means wherof they 
ſuſteined much want and much hunger, oppreſſed 


with greeuous difcaſcs, and all the miſ{eries that could 


be imagined, I demanded of thoſe in Gx/ana that had 


travelled Amapaia how they liued with that tawnie or

andin the morning, evening, and night, woonderfull 
dangerous and infectiue. From this Proujnce Berres 
haſted away afloone as the Sprmg and beginning of 
Summer appeered, and fought his entrance on the bor- 
ders of Orenoque on the ſouth fide, but there ran a 
tedgeoof fo high & impaſſable mountaines as he was 
40t able by any means to march oucr thein,cotinuing 
trom the caſt ſea into which Orenoquetalleth , even to 
Quito 1N Peru: neither had he means to carrie victuall 
or munition ouer thoſe craggie,high, and faſt hils,be- 
ing all wooddy,:-and thoſe o thicke and ſpiny, and ſo 
full of prickles, thorns,and briers,as it is impoſſible to 


creepe thorow them : he had alſo neither friendſhip 


among the people, nor any interpreter to perfwade or 


treate with them, and more, to his diſaduantage, the 


Caſiqui and kings of Amapaia had giuen knowledge of 


his purpoſe to the Guianians, and that. he ſought to 


| ſacke and conquer the Empire , for the hope of their 


ſo greatabundance and quantities of gold : he paſled 
by the mouths of many great rivers , which fell into 
Orenoque both from the ried and fad which T for- 
beare to name for tedionſhes, and bienuſe ther y are 
more pleaſing in deſcribing than reading. 

Berreo affirmed that there tell an hundred rivers 


*nto 0 Orenoque from the north and ſouth 3 W nereof the 
3 Icft 
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leſt was as big as Rw grazde, that paſle th between Popa- 
yan, and Nucuo reyno ae granaaa ( Rto grande being eltee- 
med one of the renowmed riuers inal the weſt Indies, 


& numbred among the great riuers of the world:)But 
he knew not the names of any of theſe,but Care/sonly, 
neither from what nations they detcended,neither to 


 whatProninces they led, for he had no meanes to dif- 


courſe with the inhabitants at any time : neither was 


he curious in theſe things, being vtterlie vnlearned,& 


notknowing the caſt fro the weſt. But of al theſe I got 


 ſomknowledge,& of man more,partly by mine own 


trauel,& the reit by coferece: of fom one I lerned one, 
of others the reſt,hauing with me an Indian that ſpake 
many languages, & that of G#ia»a naturally. I ſought 


_ outalthe aged men,& ſuch as were greateſt trauelers, 
and by the one & the other I came to vnderſtand the 


ſituations, the riuers, the kingdoms from the caſt ſea 
to the borders of Pers, & from Orenoque fouthward as 
far as Amazones or Maragnon, and the regions of Ma- 


ia Tamball, and of all the kin gs of Proninces and cap- 


tains of townes and villages,how they ſtood in tearms 


ofpeace or war, and which were friends or enimies 


the one with the other , without which there can be 


neither entrance nor conquelt in thoſe parts, nor els 
where : For by the diſſention betweene Gua/car and 


Atabalipa , Pagaro conquered Per: , and by the hatred 
that the Traxcallians bare to Murezuma , Cortez, was 
victorious over Mexico , without which both the one 


andthe other had tailed of their enterprize,and of the 


great honor and riches, which they attained vnto, 
Now Berreo began to grow into deſpaire, and loo- 


ked for no other ſucceſle than his predeceſlors in this 
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enterprize , vntill ſuch time as he arriued at the Pro- 
vince of Emeria towards the eaſt ſea and mouth of the 
river , where he found a nation of people very fauora- 
ble,and the countrey full of all maner of victuall . The 
king of this landis called Carapana, a man very wile, 
{ubrill, and of great experience, being little lefle than 
r00.yeeres old: In his youth he was 7a by his father 
into the Iland of Trizedads, by reaſon of ciuill warre 


- among themſelues, and was bred at a village, in that 


Hand, called Parc: at that place in his youth he had 
ſeene many Chriſtians both French and Spaniſh, 
and went diuers times with the Indians. of Trime- 


dado to 1, arguerta and C amana 11 the welt Indie S, (tor 


both thoſe places haue euer been relecued with victu- 


all from Trazdads)by reaſon whereof he grew of more 


vnderſtanding , and noted the difference of the nati- 


ons,comparing the ſtrength and armes ofhis country 


with thoſe of the Chriſtians , and cuer after temport- 
_ zed ſo, as whoſoeuer els did amiſle , or was waſted by 


contention, Carapara kept himſeife and his country in 
quiet and plentie : he alſo held peace with Caras or 
Canibals his neighbors, and had free trade with all na- 
tions whoſoeuer els had war. NING 
Berreo {oiourned and reſted his weake troupe in the 
towne of Carapana 1x weeks, and from him learnd the 
way and paſlage to- Guiana, and the riches & magni- 
ficence thereof: but being then vtterly diſable ro pro- 


ecd, he determined to trie kis fortune another yeere, 


when hie had renewed his proutfions, and regathered 
more force,which he hoped tor as wel out ot Spain,as 


fro Nacuo _ where he had lefr-his ſon Dox Anthonio 
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v0 Tre DISCOVERIE 
entrance , & ſo for the preſent embarqued himſelfe in 
Canoas, $ by the branches of Orenoque arriued at Trine- 


dado , having from Carapana ſufficient Pilots to con- 
dud him. From 7+»edado he coaſted Piria, and {o re- 


couered Marguerita: and hauing made relation to Dox 


Juan Sermieuts the gouernour of his proceeding, and 
perlwaded him of the riches of Guiana, he obtai- 
ned trom thence 50.1oldicrs, promiſing preſentlic to. 
retume to Carapara, and fo'iinto Griana. But Ber- 
res 1NeAnt nothing lefle at that time , for he wan- 
red "manije proviſions neceſlarie for ſuch an: enter- 


_ prize,and therfore departing from Afargyerira feated 


himſelfe' in Trinedado, and from thence ſent his 
Campmaſter, and his Sargeant maior back* to the 
borders to diſcoucr the neereſt paſſage, into the Erif- 
pire, as allo to treat with the borderers , -and to 
drawe them to his partic and love, without which, 
he knew he conld neither paſle fafelic : nor in anie 
ſort be releetied with victuall or ought els. Carapana 
directed this companie to a king called Moregures, 


aſluring them that no man could deliver fo much 


of Guiana as Aorequitocould , and that his dwelling 
was bur fiue daies tourney from Maonreguarat,. the 
firſt civil] towne of Caiara. 

Nowyour Lordſhipſhall loin that this Mo- 
reqvito , one of the greateſt Lords or Kings of the 
borders of Guiana, had two or three yeeres: before 
beene at Cumana , and at Margnuerna , -5n the weſt. 
Indies , with great ſtore of plates of gold , which 
he chrried to exchange for {ch other tings as he 
wanted in his owne countrey , and was dailie feaſted, 
and preſented by the gouernors of thoſe places, and

heldamonegſt them ſome two moneths, in which time 
one Yidzs gouernor of Cumana wan him to be his con- 
ductor into Gaiaza, being allured by thoſe Croiſſanrs 
and Images of gold which he brought with him to 
trade, as alſo by the ancient fame and magnificence 


_ of E/ Dorado: whereupon YV:aes ſent into Spaine for a 


Patcnt to diſcoucr and conquer Gmiava, not knowing 


ofthe precedence of Berreos patent, which as Berreaat- 
firmeth was {1gned betore that of Fides: fo as when 


Pides vaderitood of Berreo, and thathe had madeen- 


_ rrance into that territorie, and foregone his defire and 
hope, itwas verilie thought that Vides practiſed with | 
1 orequito LO hinder 4nd dittiirbe Berreomm all he C outd, 
_ and not to fufter him to cnrer through his Seignory, 
' nor anie of his companies, neither to victuall, nor 
guide them inanie ſort; tor ide: gouenor of Cumana, 


and Berreo were become mortall eninues , as. well for 
that Berreo had gotten Trizedzdo into his Patent with 


| Griana , as allo in that he was by Berres preuented 


i, the iourney of G::2 it felte : howlocuer it was I 


know not , but Aforeqairo for a time diflembled his 


diſpoſition , ſuffered Spaniards, and a Frier (which 
Berreo had ſent to diſcouer azo) totrauvell through 
bis countrey, gaue them a guide for Macureguara: the 


| firſt rowne of ciuill and apparelled people, from 


whence they had other guides to bring them to 
Aanoa the great citic of 2-ga: and being. furniſhed 
with thoſe things, which they had learned'of Ca- 
rapana , were of moſt price in Gwiana, went onward, 
and in eleuen dajes arrived at Afazea, 4s Berreo athr- 
meth for certain:although I could notbe aflured ther- 
of by the Lord which now gouecrneth the Province of

Moregquito , for he told me that they gotall the gold 
they had, in other townes on thisf1de Maroa,there 


' being manyvery great and rich, and (as he faid) built 


like the townes of Chriſtians,wirh many roomes. 
When theſe ten Spaniards were returned, and rea- 
die to put out of the border of Arromaia,the people of 


orequito ſet vpon them, 8& flew them all but one that 


ſwam the riuer , and tooke from them to the value 


of 40000, peſoes of golde, and as it is written in 


the ſtorie of 7ob,0ne onelic liued to bring the newes 
to Berreo, that both his nine ſoldiers and hole fa- 
ther were benighted in the faide Prouince. I my 
ſelfe ſpake with the Captaines of Moregquiro that 
flew them, and was at the place where it was ex- 
ecuted . Berreo inraged heerewithall ſent all the 
ſtrength he could make into Arromaia, to be reuen- 
ge ofhim , his people , and countrey : but Aorequiro 
uſpecting the ſame fled ouer Orenoque,and thorow the 
territories of the Saima, and wizri, recouered Cumana, 
where he thought himlſelfe very ſafe with Y:des the go- 
uernor : But Berreo ſending for him in the kings name, 
and his meſſengers finding him in. the houſe of one 
Faſhardo 10 pal ſudden ere it was fuſpe&ed, fo as he 
could not then be conueied away,Yrdes durit not deny 
him.as well to auoide the ſuſpition of the practiſe, as 
alſo for that an holy father was {laine by him and his 
people. orequito offred Faſhardo the weight of three 
quintals in gold, :to let hins eſcape, but the poore 
Guianian betraid of all fides was deliuered to the 


_ Campmaſter of Berreo,and was preſently executed. 

After the deathof this M orequito , the ſoldjers of 
Berreo ſpoiled his territorie 5 & tooke divers priſoners,

to Carapava, which he calleth the port of Guiana - but |

| They haue allo gotten a nephew of: Moreguiro,

The maſter of my {hip Ts. Dongle tooke one of the 
Canoas which came loden from thence with people 
to be fold, and the moſt of them eſcaped, yet of 
thote hee brought, there was one as well fauored, 
and as well ſhaped as euer I ſaw anic in England, 
and afterward I ſawe many of them, which bur 
for their tawtie colour may bee compared to anie 
of Exrope « They alſo trade in thoſe rivers for bread 
of Caſſazi, of which they buy an hundred pound 
weight for a knife, and fell it at 2Zargaerits for ten pe- 
ſoes. They alſo recouer great ſtore of cotren, bra- 
fill wood, and thoſe beds which they call Hamacas 
or braſill beds , wherein in hot countries all the Spa- 
niards vie tolie commonle, and in no other., nei- 
ther did we our ſelues while we were there : By means 
of which trades, for ranſom of diuers of the Guianians, 
and for exchange: of hatchets and knjues, Berreore- 
couered ſome ſtore, of gold plates,cagles of gold, and 
Images of men and diuers birds , and diſpatched his 
Campmaſter for Spaine with all that he had gathe- 
red, therewith to leny ſoldiers, and by the ſhew ther- 
of to draw others to the loue of the enterprize : and 
having ſent diuers Images as well of men as beaſts, 
birds and fiſhes ſo curiouſlie wrought in gold, doub- 
ted not but to perſwade the king to yeeld to him-ſome 
further helpe , cſpeciallic for that this land hath ne- 
uer been ſacked, the 1nines never wrought, and in the

Indies their works were well ſpent,and the gold drawn 
out with great labor and charge: he alſo diſpatched 


meſſengers to his fon in News reno to leuy all the for- 


ces he could.,and to come down the riuer of Oreneque 


to'Emeria, the prouince of Carapana, to meethim: he 


had alſo ſent to Sant 1 ago de Leon ON the coaſt of the 
Caracas to buy horſes and mules, Ko 
 AfterIhad thus learned of his proceedings paſt & 
purpoſed: I told him that I hadreſolued to fee Gaia- 
2a,and that it was the end of my tourney, 8& the cauſe 
of my comming to Trinedade,as it was indeed , (& for 
that purpoſe I ſent 74.hiddon the yeere before to get 
intelligence , with whom Berreo himſelfe had ſpeech 
at that time, and remembred how inquiſttiue 7a. 
Whiddon was of his proceedings, and of the countrey 
of Guiana, ) Berreo was ſtriken into a great melancho- 
lie and fadnes, and vied all the arguments he could 
to diſlwade me, and alſo aſſured the gentlemen of 
my company that it would be labor loſt: and that they 
ſhould ſuſler many miſeries if they proceeded : And 


| firſthe delivered thatT could not enteranie of the ri-. 


uers with any barke or pinace, nor hardly with anie 
ſhips bote, it was ſolow , fandie, and full of flats, 
and thathis companies were daily grounded in their 
Canoas which drew but twelue inches water :he fur- 
ther ſaide that none of the countrey would come to 
ſpeake with vs, but wouldall flie, and if we follow- 
ed them to their dwellings, they would burne their 


owne townes, and beſides that the way was long, the 


winterathand, and that the riuers beginning once to 
fvel,it was impoſſible to ſtem the currant,and that we 
could not in thoſe ſmal botes by any means carry vic- 
Þ2- nl 
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36 Tre DrscoverRir 
cuall for halfe the time, and that (which indeed mot 
diſcouraged my company) the Kings and Lords of all 
the borders and of Giaza had decreed, that none of 
them ibould-trade with any Chriſtians for gold, bi- 
cavle the ſame would be their owne ouertarow , and 
that for the loue of gold the Clriſtians-meant to con- 
quer and diſpoſſefle them ofall together. 
Many and the moſt of thcfe I found to be true, but 
yet Lrelolving to make trial of all whatſoeucr hapreed, 
directed Captaine George Gifford my Vice-aamirall 
to take the Liozs whelpe, and Captaine Calfeld his 
barke to turne to the eaſtward, againſt the brize what 
they could poſſible, torecouer the mouth of a riuer 
called Capri, whoſe entrance I had before ſent Cap- 
raine Whidden and To, Doxglas the maſter, to diſcouer, 
who founde ſome nine foote water or better vpon 
the flood, and fiue at lowe water, to whom I had. 
given inſtructions that they ſhoulde ancor at rhe 
edge of the ſhold, and vpon the beſt of the flood 
to thruſt ouer , which ſhold Toh» Donglas boyed and. 


bekonned tor them before : but they laboured in vain, 


for neither could they turne it vp altogither ſo farre 
to the caſt , neither did the flood continue fo long, 
but the water fell ere they coulde haue paſſed the 
lands, as we after ftounde by a ſecond experience : ſo 


 asnow we muſt either giue ouer our enterprize , or 


leauing our ſhips at aduenture 400.nmile behind vs, to 
run vp 1n our ſhips botes, one barge, and two wher- 
ries, but being doubttull how to carrie victuals for ſo 
long a time in ſuch bables, or anic ſtrength of men, 
cſpeciallie for that Berreo aflured vs that his ſonne 
muſt be by that time come downe with manie ſol- 

dicrs,

with his ſhips bote to trie another branch of a riuer 


in the bottome of the bay of Gz wipa,which was called. 


 Amaza, tO Prooue if there were water to be found for 
cither of the ſinall ſhips to enter: But when he came 
to the mouth of Amana, he found it as the reſt, bur 
ſtajednot to diſcouer it throvghlie , bicauſe he was 


allured by an Indian his guide that the Canibals of 


Guanipa would aflaile them with many Canoas,and that 
they ſhot poifonned arrowes , ſo as it he haſted nor 
backe they ſhould all be loſt. = 

Inthe mean time fearing the worſt I cauſed all rhe 
Carpenters we had to cut ca a Gallego bote, which 
we meantto caſt off, and to fit her with banks to row 
on, and in all things to prepare her the beft they 


could, ſoas ſhemight be brought ro drawe burfiue 


foote, for ſo much we had on the bar of Copariat lowe 
water : And doubting of Kings return ſent To.Douglas 
againe in my long barge ,as well ro releeue him as alfo 
to make a perfect ſearch in the bottom of that baie: 
For ithath beene held for infallible that whatſoeuer 
ſhip or bore ſhall fall cherein, can neuer deflemboque 


againe, by reaſon of the violent currantwhich ſerreth. 


into the ſaid bay, as alſo for that the brize and ea- 
ſterlie wind-bloweth dire&lie into the ſame, of which 
opinion I have heard Tohn Hampton of Plimmouth one 
of the greateſt experience of Englazd , &diuers others 
beſides that hauc traded Trinedads. iN 
I ſentwith lob» Douglas an old Caſſique of Trined1do 
for a Pilot , who rolde vs that we could nor returne 
again by the bay or gulfe,bur that he knew a by branch 
which ran within the land to the Eaſtwaxd, and _ 
| Cc 
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he thought by it we might fall into Capari, and fo 
returne in fower daies : Toh» Dowglas ſearched thoſe ri- 
uers, and found fower goodly entrances, whereof the 
leaſt was as bigge as the Thames at Wwolwich, but in the 
baje thitherward it was ſhole and but {1x foote water, 
ſo as we were now without hope of any ſhip or barke 
to paſle ouer , and therefore reſolued to go on with 
the botes, and the bottome of the Galego, in which 
we thruſt 60.men : In the Lions whelps bote and wherrie 
we carried 20, Captaine Ca/fei/d in his wherrie carried 
ten more, and in my barge other ten, which made vp 
2 hundred : we had no other meanes but to carric 
victuall for a moneth in the fame, and alfo to lodge 
therein as we could, and to boile and drefle our mear. 
Caprtaine Giford had with him Maſter Edw, Porter, 
captaine Eynos, and cight more in his wherrie with all 
their victuall, veapons,and prouiſtons: Captaine Cal- 
| field had with him my coſen Butſhead Gorges and eight 
| more. Inthe galley, of gent. and officers my ſelfe had 
Ccaptaine Thys , my coſen John Greenuile , my nephew 
Tohn Gilbert , Captaine Whiddon, Captaine Keywrs , Eqw. 
Hancocke, captaine Clarke,lieutenant Hewes,T ho, Vpton, 
captaine Facy, Jerome Ferrar, Antho VPells /Vill, Connock, 
andabout 50. more. We could nor learne of Berreo 
any other waie to enter but in branches, fo farre to 
the windeward as it was impoſlible for vs to reco- 
uer: for we had as much ſea to crofle oner in our 
wherries as betweene Doxerand Calls, andina great 
billow, the winde and currant being both very ſtrong, 
ſoaswewere driuen to go in thoſe ſmall botes dire&- 
ly before the winde into the bottome of the baie of 
Gaanipa, and from thence to enter the mourh of ſome 
| one 
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one of thoſe r1uers 9 which 7s. Dowglas had laſt diſcoue- 

red, and had with vs for Pilote an Indian of Barema, a 

river to the ſouth of Orenoque,betweene that and Ama- 

zones, Whoſe Canoas we had formerlie taken as he was 
gOIng from the ſaid barema, laden with Caſſaui bread 
tO ſell at CAL arguerita :this Arwacar promifed TO bring 
me into the great riuer of Orenoque, but indeed of 
that which we entred he was vtterly ignorant, for 
he had not ſeene it in twelue yeeres before, at which 
time he was very yoong,, and of no wdgement , and 
L if God had not ſent vs another helpe, we might haue 
wandred a whole yeere in that laborinth 'of ruers, 
ere we had found any way, either out or in, eſpecial- 
lie after we were paſt the ebbing and flowing , which 
was in fower dajes : for I know all the earth doth not 
yeeld the like confluence of ſtreames and branches, 

| theonecrofling the other ſo many times, and all ſo 

faire and large, and ſo like one to another, as no man 

can tell which to take : and if we wentby the Sun or 
| compaſle hoping thereby to go direatly one way or 
other , yet that waie we were alſo caried ina circle 

2 amongſt multitudes of Ilands,and euery Iland ſo bor- 

* __ ' deredwith high trees, as no man could ſee any fur-

» reſt of the people on the banks ſhadowed vnder the | 


_ thicke 
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thicke wood gazed on with a doubtfull conceit. what 
might befall thoſe three which we had taken :. Bar 
when they percciued that we offred them no violence; 
neither centred their Cazoa with any of ours, nor tooke 
our of the Canea any of theirs, they then began to ſhew 
themſelues on the banks fide, and offred to traffique 
with. vs for fuch things as they had, and as we drewe 
necre they all ſtaide, and we came with our barge to 
the mouth of a little creeke which came from their 
cowne into the great riuer, + 
As we abode there a while, our Indian Pilot called 
Ferainands would needs go aſhore to their village ts 
fetch ſome fruites , and to drinke of their artificial 
wines,and allo to ſce the place, and to know the Lord 
of it againſt another time, and tooke with him a bro- 
ther of his which he had with him in the journey : 
- whe theycame to the village of theſe people,the Lord 
of the Iland offred to lay hands on them, purpoling to 
hauefſlaine them both,yeelding forreaſon that this In- 
dian of ours had broughta ſtrange nation into their 
territorie to ſpoyle and deſtray them : But the Pilot 
being quicke and of a diſpoſed body{lipt their fingers, 
andran intothe woods, and his brother being the ber- 
_ ter footman of the two, recouered the creekes mouth, 
where we ſtaied in our barge , crying out thathis bro- 
ther was{laine, with that we ſet hands on one of thena 
thatwas next vs,a very old man,and brought him into 

_ thebarge, afluring him thatit we had not our Pilor 
againe, we would preſently cut off his head. This old 
man being reſolued that he ſhould paie the lofle of 
the other, criedout to thoſe in the woods to fauc Fer- 
dimando our Pilot ,-bur they followed him notwith- 


ſtanding, 
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ſtanding ; andhunted after him vpon thefoote wirh 
their Decredogs, and with ſdanatnea criethac all the 
woods eckoed withtheſhome they chade,, buc aclaſt 
this poore chaſed Indianyecoueredthe rinerGde, and 
gotvponatree,andas wewere coaſting, leaped down 


and ſwam to the barge halfe dead withFare; but our 


good hap was; that we kept the:other old Indian, 
which we handfaſted-to redecme our Pilot wwithall, 
forbeingnaturall ofthoſeriuers, we aflized our ſelues 
| heknew the way better than any ſtranger could, and 
indeed. bur for this chance I thinke we had neuer 
 founde the way either to Guiana, or backe to our ſhips: 
for Ferdinando after a few daies knew nothing atall,nor 


whichway to turne, yea and many times the old man 
himſclfewas in great doubtwhich river to take. Thoſe 


peoplewhich dwell in theſe broken Ilands 8& drowned 
{andsare generallycalled 75mirina;, there are 'of them 
tivo ſorts,the.ione called Ciaran, andthe other YV- 
or Ee a Ra Tl eg 
..  Thegreatrinerof Oreoque or Baraguay hath nine 
brancheswhich fall out onthenorthlide of his owne 
mainemouth: onthe fourth: ſide'it hath? iien other 
fallings into the ſea, ſo itdeſerabokethby 18. arme&in 
al;betweene Ilands and broken ground, bur theTlands 
are verie great, manie of them. as bigge as the Ifle 
of YVight and bigger, and many lefle : fromthe firſt 
branch on the north to the laſt of die ſouth it ts ar left 
x00. leagues, fo-as the riners mouth 15 no-lefſe than 
300.mules wide athis entrance into the fea, which I 
take to be farre bigger than that of Amazoye :talthoſe 
that inhabice inthe mouth ofthis river vpon-the ſeue- 

call north þranchesare theſe Tiwmirina?, ofwhich there 
Es ty: are 
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are two chiefe Lords which haue continuall warres 


one with the other : the Ilands whichlie on the righe 
handare called Pa!lam;, and the land on the left Ho- 
rorotomakg , and the river by which John Dowglas re- 
turned within the land from Amara to Capri, they 


call Macari, 


Theſe Tiaitivas are a verie foodlie people and verie 


valiant, and have the moſt manlie ſpeech and moſt 
deliberate that euerI heard of what nation ſocuer. In 
the fiummer they haue houſes on the ground as in 
other places : In the winter they dwell vpon the trees, 
where they build very artificiallrownes and villages,as 
it is written in the Spaniſh ſtorie of the YYeff /ndver, 
that thoſe people do in the low lands necre the gulfe 
of Yraba : for betweene May and Seprember the river 
of Orenoks rileth thirtie foote vpright , and then are 
thoſe Uands ouerflowen twentie foote high aboue the 
leuell ofthe ground, ſautngſome few raiſed grounds 
in the middle of them : and for this cauſe they are en« 
forced toliue in this maner. They neuer care of anie 


thing thatis ſet or ſowen, andas athome they vſe nei- 
'therplantingnor other manurance,ſo when they com 


abroad they refuſe to feede ofought, but of that which 
nature 2% 5 8p labor bringeth toorth. They vſe the 
tops of Palms; for bread,and kil Deere fiſh and porks 
forthereſt of their ſuſtenance, they haue alſo manic 
ſorts of fruits thatgrowin the woods, and greatvarie- 
tie of birds and foule. TR | 


 Andiftto ſpeake of themwere not tedious and vul- 


SarS, lurely we ſawe in thoſe paſlages of VEry rare C0- 


ours &forins,notelſe where to be found, for as much 


as Thauccither ſeen or read.Of theſe people thoſe that 


dwell 
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dwell vponthe branches of Orenoque called Copari and 
eMaceres, are for the moſt part Car enters of Canoas, 


for they make the moſt and faireſt houſes , and ſell 


them into Gxiava for gold, and into Trinedado for To- 


bacco, in the exceſſive taking whereof,theyexccede all 


nations, and notwithſtanding the moiſtnes of the 
aire in which they liue , the hardnes of their dier, 
and the great labors they ſuffer ro hunr,fiſh, and foule 


for their living, in all my life either in the Indies or 
| in EuropedidI neuer behold a more goodlie or ber- 
er favoured people, or a more manlie. They were 


woont to makewarre vpon all nations, and eſpeci- 
allie on the Caxibals, ſo as none durſt without agood 
ſtrength trade by thoſe riuers, but of late they are at 
peace with their neighbors, all holding the Spaniards 
for a common enimie. VVhen their commanders 
die, they vic greatlamentation, andwhen they thinke 
the fleſh of their bodies is putrified , and fallen from 
the bones, then they rake vp the carcaſe againe, 
and hang it in the Caſiquies houſe that died , and 
decke his skull with feathers of all colours, and hang 
all his gold plares about the bones of his armes, 
thighes, and legges. Thoſe nations which are cal- 
led Armeces which dwell on the ſouth of Orenogue, 
(of which place and nation. our Indian Pilot was) 
are diſperſed in manie other places, and do vie to 
beate the bones of their Lords into powder , and their 
wiues and friends drinke itall in their ſeuerall forts of 


drinks, : | 


Afrer we departed from the port of theſe Ciawar, 
we paſled vp the riuer with the flood, and ancored the 
ebbe.and in this fort we went onward. The third daie 
I ; G x* that 
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thatwe entred the riuer out Caltex came on ground,, 

and {tuk fo faſt,as we thought that enen there our dif | 
couery had ended , and that we muſt haue left 60. of: 
our men to have :nhablidd like rookes vpon trees with” 
thote nations: bur: the next morning, after we. had 
caſt our all her ballaſt , with rugging nk hawhng to 
and fro , we got her afloate, and went on : Atfower 
daies bas wee fell mto as poodlic 4 river as euer 1 
beheld';! which was called the great Aniana., which

than the other. But ſoone after. the flood of the ſea 
left vs y and we enforced-cither by maine. ftrength to 
row againtt a violent currant, or to retarne as wiſe.

{wade the companics that it was but two or three 


daies worke, and therfore defiredthem to takepaines, 

Euery gentleman and others taking their turns to row, 
and to fpell one the other at the howers. end, 'Everie: 
daie we pafled bygoodlie branches: of rivers, fome: 
falling from the weſt, others from the eaſt into Ama- 
za , but thoſe I leaue to the deſcription in the Chare 
of diſcoueric , where everic one thall be named with. 


his rifting and deſcent WW hen three. daies more were 


OUETgONEe , OUF COMPANIES began to deſpaire, . the 
weather being extreame hor, the riuer bardioed with 
verie high trees that kept away the aire, and the cur- 
rant againſt vs euery daie {tronger than aches But we- 
encrmore commanded our Pilots to promiſe an end 
the next daic, and vicd it ſo lon gas we were driven to' 
aflure them bom fower reaches of the riuer to three, 
and fo to two, and ſo to'the nexr reach:but ſo long we 
Ibowed as many « dajes were ſpent, and fo drjuen.co 
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draw our ſelues to harder allowance, our bread even 
at the laſt, and no erinke at ail: and our men. and 


our: felues ſo wearied and ſcorched , and doubrfull 


_ mithall wherher we thouldeuer. performe it or no, the 


hear encreafing as we -dreiy towards the line ; for wee. 


*were now in flue degrees. 


The farther we went on(our victuall decreaſing and 


the aire breeding great faintnes) we grew weaker and 
weaker when we had molt' need of ttrengrhand abili- 
tic, for howerlie the: river ran more violently than 
other apainſt vs, and the barge , wherries, and ſhips 
bote of Cavraine Giffsrd, and Capraine Catfield, had 
ſpent all their pronitions., ſo as wee were brought 


into deſpaire ard diſcomfort”; had we-not pertiva-: 


ded all the COMIPAniE that it was but onlie one daies 
worke more to attaine the: lan.de wkere we ſhould be 
relceued of allwe wanted, and ;f we returned tharwe 
vere {ureto ſtatue by who! way, and that-the worlde 
would aifo laughrvs ro fcorne:: On the banks of thete 


rivers were diuers forts of fruits. good toeate, flowers 


and trees of-.that varierie as were ſufficient to make 
ten volumes of herbals , we releeued our felues ma- 
nie times with the trujrs of the conntrey, andfom- 
times with foule and fitiy: we fawe birds of all colours, 
ſome carnation, tome crimſon , orenge tawny, pur- 
ple, greene, watched, and of all other forts both ſ1m- 
ple and mixt, as it was vnto.vs-2 great good paſing 
of the time [to beholde them, beſides. the relieie 
we found by killing. ſome ſtore of them with ovr fou- 
ling peeces, without which, hauing lirtle or ro bread 
indlefle drink, but onely the thick aid troubled watCr 


= the rttiey,we had been in a'very hard Calne!" þ 
ur 
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Our old Pilot of the Ciawani(whom gas I faid before: 
we tooke to redeeme. Ferdinando, ) told vs, that if we: 
 wouldentera branch of a riuer on the right hand with 
_ ourbarge andwherries , and leaue the Galley at ancor- 
the while in the great riuer, he would bring vs to a: 
towne of the Armacas where we ſhould find ſtore of 
bread, hens, fiſh, and of the countrey wine, and per- 
{waded vs that departing from the Galley at noone,we 
might returne ere night : I was very glad to heare 
this ſpeech, and preſently tooke my barge, with eight 
musketiers ,Captain Gifford: wherrie, with himſelfe & 
foure musketiers, & Captaine Ca/fe/dwhith his wher- 
ryandas manie, and ſo we entred the. mouth of this 
river, and bicauſe we were perſwaded thatit was ſo 
neerc, we tooke no victuall with vs atall : whenwe 
had rowed three howres, we maruclled we ſawe no_ 
ſigne of any dwelling , and asked the Pilotwhere the 
town was,he told vs a litle farther : after three howers 
more the $-: being almoſt ſet , we began to ſuſpe& 
thathe led vs that waieto betraie vs, for he confelſ- 
ſed that thoſe Spaniards which fled from Trinedads, 
and alſo thoſe that remained with Carapere in Exe- 
ria , were ioyned togither in ſome village vpon that 
river. But when it grew towardes night , and we 
demaunding where - place was, he tolde vs but 
| fowerreaches more: when we had rowed fower and: 
* fower, weſaw no figne, and our poore water mea 
_ euen hart broken, and tied , were ready to giue vp 


the nk for we had now come from the Galley 
neer forty miles. | | 


Ar the laſt we determined to hang the Pilot, and 
it we had well knowen the way backe againe by night, 
1. Bl 


he had. ſarely gone, but our owne neceſſities pleaded 
ſufficiently for his ſafetie : for it was as darke as pitch, 
and the riuer began fo to narrow it ſelfe, and the 
trees to hang ouer from fide to fide, as we were dri- 
ven with arming ſwordes to cut a paſſage thorow 
thoſe branches that couered the water. We were ve- 
ry defirous to finde this towne hoping of a feaſt, 
bicauſe we made but a ſhort breakfaſt aboord the 
Galley in the morning, and it was nowcight aclock 
at night, and our ftomacks began to gnaw apace : 


but whether it was beſt to returne or go on , we be-

gan to doubr, ſuſpeing treaſon in 


and more: but the pooreolde Indian euer affured vs. 


_ thatit was bur a little farther, and bur this one tur- 
_ ning, and that turning, and arlaſt about one a clocke 
after midnight we faw a light, and rowing towards 
it, we heard the dogs of the village . When wee 
landed we found few people, for the Lord of that 
place was gone with divers Caroas aboue 400. miles 
of, vpon a journey towards the head of Orerogque to 
trade for gold, and'to buy women of the Canibals, 
- who afterward vnfortunatly paſſed by vs as we rode at 
an ancor in the port of Aſoregziro in the dark of night, 
| and yetcame ſoneer vs, as his Cazoar gratedagainſt 


_ our barges :he lefr one of his companie at the port 


of eMoreguito, by whom we vnderſtood that he 


| had brought thirty yoong woomen, diners plates of | 


| gold, and had great ſtore of fine peeces of cotton 
cloth, and cotton beds, In his houſe we had good 


ſtore of bread, fiſh, hens, and Indian drinke, and fo 


reſted that night,and in the morning after we had tra- 
 dedwxh ſuch of his people as came downywe retuned 
. 1 towards 
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towards our Ga/ley.and brovght with vs ſome quantity 
of bread.;fiſh.and hens. $1 

On both ſides of this river,we paſſed the moſt beau- 
tifull countrie that ever mine cies beheld : and where- 
as all that we had ſeen before was nothing but woods, 
prickles,buſhes, and thornes, heere we beheld plaines 
of twenty miles in lengrh,the grafle ſhort and greene, 


andin diuers parts groues of trees by themſelues, as if 


they bad been by all the art and Jabour in the world fo 


made of purpoſe:and ſtil as we rowed,the Deere came 
downe feeding by the waters fide,as if they had beene 
vied to a keepers call.Vpon this riuer there were great 
ſtore of fowle, and of many forts: wedaw init diuers 
ſorrs of ſtrange fiſhes, & of maruelſous bignes, but for 
Lagartos it exceeded,for there were thouſands ofthoſe 
vglic ſerpents,and the people call it for the abundance 
otthem the riuer of Lagartos, in their language. 1had 
a Negro.a very -proper yoong fellow, that leaping aur 
of the Galley to ſwim in the mouth of this riter, was 
in all our ſights taken and deuoured with one of thoſe 
Laga1tos. In the mean while our copanies in the Gattey 


_ thoughtwe had beeneall loſt, (for we promiſed to re- 


tuxne before night) & ſent the Zions helps thips bote 
with Captaine /7hiddos to follow vs vp the river, but 
the next day after we had rowed vp and downe ſome 
tower {core miles, we returned, and went on our way, 
vp the greatriuer, and whenwe were. cuen at the aſt 


caſt for want of victuals, Captaine Grfford being be- 
| fore the Gu/ey, and thereſl of the botes, ſeeking our 


— 


ſome place to land vpon the banks to make fire, eſpi- 
ed fower Canoas comming downe the riuer,& with no 
{mall ioy cauſed his men to wie the vttermoſt of their 

| ſtrengths, 


—_— —— 
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firengths, and after a while two of the 4.gaue overs 


and ran themſelues aſhore , every man betakin g him- 


ſelfe to the faſtnes of the. woods, the two other leſſer 


got away , while he landed to lay hold on theſe, and 
ſo turned into ſome by-crecke, we knew not whither : 
thoſe Cazows that were taken were loden with bread, 
& were bound for Margserita in the weſtIndies,which 
thoſe Indians (called 4wace) purpoled to carrie thi- 
ther for exchange : Butin the leſſer, there were three 
Spaniards, who hauing heard of the defeat of their 
gouernour in Trimedado , and that we purpoled to cn- 
ter Guiana , Came away 1n thoſe Canoas: one of them 


was 4 Caxallero, as the Captaine of the Arwacas after 


told vs, another a ſoldier, and the third arcfiner. 

In the meane time, nothing on the earth could 
haue been more welcome to vs next vnto gold , then 
the great ſtore of very excellent bread which we found 
in theſe Canoas, for now our men cried,letvs go on, we 
care not how farre. After that Captaine Gifford had 
brought the two Caroas to the Galley, I tooke my 
barge, and went to the banks fide with a dozen ſhor, 
where rhe Canoas firſt ran themſelues athore, and lan- 
ded there,ſending out Captaine Grfford and Captaine 
Thyn on one hand, and Captaine C/fie/d on the other, 
to follow thoſe that were fled into the woods, and as ] 


was creeping thorow the buthes, Ifaw an Indian baſk. 


ket hidden, which was the refiners basket, for I found 
in it,his quickſtluer,ſaltperer,and diuers things for the 
triall of mettals,and alſo the duſt of ſuch ore as he had 
refined, but in thoſe Cano which eſcaped there was a 
. L 

good quantity of ore and gold. I then Janded more 
men , and oftered 500. pound to whar ſoldier focuer 

H could 
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could take one of thoſe 3. Spaniards that we ores, a 
were landed. But ourlabours were in vaine in that be- 
halfe, for rhey put themſelues into one of the ſmall 


Canoxc: and fo while the greater Canoas were in taking, 


they eſcaped : but ſeeking after the Spaniards , we 


found the Anracas hidden in the woods which were 
pilots for the Spaniards, and rowed their Canoas : of 
which I kept the chicteſt for a Pilot , and carried him 
with me to Gaiaza, by whom I vnderſtood, where and 
in what countries the Spaniards had labored for gold, 
though I made not the ſame knowen to all: for when 
the ſprings began to breake, and the riuers to raiſe 
themſelues ſo ſuddenly as by no meanes we could 


| abide the digging of anie mine, eſpecially for thatthe 


richeſt are defended with rocks of hard ſtone , which 
we call the he ſpar, and that it required both rime, 
men.,and inſtruments fic for ſuch a worke, I thought ic 


' beſtnot to houer thereabouts, leaſt if the fame had 


been perceiued by the company,there would haue bin 
by this time many barks & ihips ſet out, S& perchance 
other nations would alſo haue gotten of ours for Pij- 
lots,ſo as both our {clues might haue been prevented, 
& all our care taken for good viage of the people been 
vtterly loſt , by thoſe that onely reſpect preſent prb- 
fit, and ſuch violence or infolence offered, as the nati- 
ons which are borderers would haue changed their 
deſire of our loue and defence, into hatred and vio- 
lence.And for any longer ſtay to haue brought a more 


7 ni park (which I heare hath bin often obieed)who- 


ocuer had ſcene or prooved the fury of that river af- 
ter it beganto ariſe , and had been a moneth and od 
daics as we were fro hearing ought iro our ſhips, lea- 
EO _Y uing | 
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uing them meanly mand, aboue 400, miles off, would 
perchancehaue turned ſomewhat ſooner than we did, 
ifall the mountaines had been gold, or rich ſtones : 
Andtofay the truth allthe branches and ſmall riuers 
which fell into Orenoque were raiſed with ſuch ſpeed, 
25 if wee waded them ouer the ſhooes in the mor- 
ning outward, we were couered to the ſhoulders 


homewarde the very fame daie : and to ſtay to dig 
out gold with our nailes, had been Op labors: , bur 


not Ingen: ſuch a quantitie as would haue ſerued_ 
our turnes we could not haue had, buta diſcouery of 


the mines to our infinite difaduantagewe had made, 
and that could have been the beſt profit of farther 
ſearch or ſtay; for thoſe mines are not eaſily broken, 
nor opened in haſte,and I could hauereturneda good 


quantity of gold readie caſt, it I had notſhotatano- 


ther marke,than preſent profit. _ 
This Arwacan Pilot with thereſt, feared that we 
would hane eaten them,orotherwiſe haue put them to 
ſome cruell death, for the Spaniards to the end thar 
none of the people in the paſſage towards Guianaor 
in Guiana it ſelfe might come to ſpeech with vs, per- 
fwaded all the nations, thatwe were men eaters, and 


Chnibals : but when the poore men & women had ſeen 


vs; and that we gaue them meate, and to eueric one 
ſomething or other, which was rare and ſtrange to 


them, they began to conceiue the deceit and purpoſe 


of the Spaniards, who indeed (as they confeſled) tooke 
from them both their wiues, and daughters daily, and 
vied them for the ſatisfying oftheir owne luſts,elpeci- 
ally ſuch as they rooke in this maner by ſtrength. But 
I proteſt before the maicſtic of the liuing God, that I 
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neither know nor belecue, that any of our companic 
one or other, by violence or otherwiſe, euerknew any 
of their women, andyetwe faw many hundreds, and 
had many in our power, and of thoſe very yoong, and 


excellently fauored which came among vs without 


deceit, ſtarke naked. 

Nothing got vs more loue among them then this 
viage , for I futtred not anie man to take from anie of 
the narions {o much as a Pina » Oral Potato roote with- 


- out giuing them contentment, nor any man fo much 


as to offer to touch any of their wines or davghters : 


which courle, fo contrarie to the Spaniards (who ty- 


rannize over them in all things) drew them to ad- 
mire hir Majeſtie, whoſe commandementlI told them 


-itwas, and alſo woonderfully to honour our nation. 
| BurIconfefle itwas a very unpatient worke to keepe 


the meaner fort from ſpoile and ſtealing , when we 
came to their houſes, which bicauſe in all I could not 
preuert, I cauſed my Indian interpreter at every place 
whe we departed, to know of the lofle or wrong done, 
and it ought were ſtolen or taken by violence, cither 
wt GA was reſtored, and the party puniſhed in their 
ſight,or els it was paid for to their vttermoſt demand. 
They alſo much woondred at vs, after they neard that 
we had lain the Spaniards at Trmedado, tor they were 
before reſolued.,that no nation of Chriſtians durlt abide 
their preſence, and they woondred more when I had 
made them know of the great ouerthrow that hir Ma- 
ieſties army and fleete had giuen them of late yeers in 
their owne countries. | 
After we had taken in this ſupplie of bread,with di- 
uers baskets of rootes which were excellent meate, 1 
EY MO et 7 wars ne any Sa 
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gaue one of the Caxoas to the Arwacas , which belon- 
ged to the Spaniards that were eſcaped, and when I 
had diſmiflced all but the Caprtaine ( who by the Span;- 
ards was chriſtened Martin) Ifentbacke in the ſame 
Canoathe old Ciaran, and Ferarmardo my fic Pilor. and 
gaue them both ſuch things as they deſired, with ſi f- 


ficient victuall to carie them back,and by them wrote 


a letter to the ſhips, which they promiſed to delijuer, 


and performed it, and thenIwent on, with my new 
hired Pilot Arts the Arwacan : but the next or ſe- 
cond day atrer,ve came aground againe with our gal- 
ley, and were like to caſt hir away,with a!l our vidual 
and prouiſion,and fo lay on the ſand one whole night, 
and were farre more in deſpaire at this time to free 
kir then before, bica::ſe we had no tide of flood ro 
helpe vs, and therfore feared that all our hopes would 
haue ended jn mithaps : but we faſtened an ankor Vp- 
on the land,and with maine ſtrength drew hir oft: and 
 ſothe 15.day we aifcovered a farre off the mountaines 
of Guiana to Our great toy , and towards the cuening 
had a lent of a northerly winde that blew very ſtrong, 
which brovght vs in 11ght of the great river of Orero- 
Ke , out of which this river cefcended wherein we 
were: we deſcriced a farre off three other Canoas as far 
as we could diſcerne them, after whom we haſtened 
with o'r barge and wherries., but two of them paſied 
outoff1ght, and the thirdentred vp the great riuer, 
on the right hand to the weſtward, & there ſtated out 


of ſight, thinking that we meant to take the way caſt- 


ward towards the prouince of Carapana, for that way 
the Spaniards keepe, not daring to go vpwards to 
Guiana, the people in thole parts being all their 
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enimies , and thoſe in the Canoas OAT VS to haus 


beene thoſe Spaniards that were fled from Trivedads, 
and had eſcaped killing : and when we came fo farre 
downe .as the opening of that branch into which 
they flipped, being neere them with our barge and 
wherries , we made after them, and ere they could 
land, came within call, and by our interpreter tolde 
them what we were, wherewith they came backe wil- 
lingly aboord vs : and of ſuch fiſh and Tortugas egges 
as they had gathered, they gaue vs, and promiſed in 
the morning to bring the Lord of that part with; 
them,and to do vs all other ſeruices theycould, * 


Thatnight we came to an ankor at the parting of 


three goodlie rivers (the one was the riuer of Avane 
by which we came from the north, and ran athwart 
towards the ſouth, the other two were of Orenoque 
which croſſed from the weſt and ran to the ſea to- 
wards the eaſt) and landed vpon a faire ſand, where 
we found thouſands of Tortugas egges, which are very 
wholſome mear, and greatly reſtoring, ſo as our men 
werenow well filled and highlie contented both with 
the fare,andneerenes of the land of Ga:ana which ap 
pecred in {ighr. In the morning there came downe ac« 


cording to promiſe the Lord of that border called 
Teparimaca, with ſome thirtie or fortie followers, and 


brought vs diuers ſorts of fruits, & of his wine, bread, 
fiſh , and fleſh, whom we allo feaſted as we could, ar 
leaſt he dranke good Spaniſh wine(whereof we had a 
{mall quantitic in bottels)which aboue all things they 
loue. I conferred with this Toparimaca of the nexr 
_ to Guiana, who conducted our galley and botes 
to h1s owne port, and carried vs from thence ſome 
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mile and a halfe to his towne, where ſome of our cap- 
taines garouſed of his wine till they were reaſonable 
pleaſant, for it is very ſtrong with pepper, & the juice 
of diuers herbs, and fruits digeſted and purged , they 
keepe it in great earthen pots of ten or twelue gallons 
very cleane and ſiweete, and are themſelues ar their 
meetings and feaſts the greateſt garouſers and drun- 
kards of theworld : when we came to his towne we 
found two Caſſiqnes , whereof one of them was a 
ſtranger thathadbeene vp the riuer in trade, and his 
boates, people, and wife incamped at the port 
where we ankored, and the other was of that coun- 
trey a follower of Toparimaca: they laie each of them 


A 


in a cotton Hamaca, which we call brafill beds, & two 


women attending-rhem with fix cups andalitle ladle 
to fill them, out of an earthen pitcher of wine, and fo 


they dranke ech of them three of thoſe cups ata time, 


one to the other,and in this fort they drinke drunke ar 
their feaſts and meetings. 


That Cagiqze that was a ſtranger had his wife ſtay- 


ing at the port where we ankored, and in all my lite 
I have ſeldome ſeene a better fauored woman : She 


was of good ſtature, with blacke cies, fat of body, of 


an excellent countenance, hir haire almolt as long as 
hir ſelte,tied vp againe in pretie knots, and it ſeemed 
ſhe ſtood nor in that aw of hir husbandas the reſtfor 


ſhe ſpake and diſcourſt,and dranke among the gentle- . 


men and captaines, and was very pleaſant, knowing 

ir owne comelines,and taking great pride therein . I 
haue ſcene a Lady in England lo like hir,as but for the 
difference of colour I would haue lworne might haue 
beene the ſame. Lo 
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The ſeate of this towne of Toparimaca was very 


pleaſant, ſtanding on a little hill, in an excellent pro- 


ſpe, with goodiy garcens a mile compaſle round 
aboutit, and two very faire and large ponds of excel- 
lent fiih adiovning. This towne is called Arowocai: 


the pcople are of the nation called Nepoies , and are 


followers of Carapana, In that place I ſfawe very aged 
people, thatwe might perceive all their ſinewes and 
ve;nes without any fleſh , and but enen as a caſe coue- 


 redonely with skin. The Lord of this place gave me 
an old man for Pilot,vho was of great experience and 


trauell, and knew the river moſt perfe&ly both by day 
and night, and it ſhall be requiſite for any man that 


paſſeth it to haue ſuch a Pilot, for it is fower, fiue, and 


{ix miles ouer in many places, and twentie miles in 
other places,with woondertull eddies,and ſtrong cur- 
rants, many great Ilands and diuers (holds, and many 


dangerous rocks, and beſides vpon any increaſe of 


winde fo preat a billow, as we were ſometimes in 


- preg perill of drowning in the galley, for the ſmall 


otes durſt not come from the thore, but when it 
was very faire. _ 
"The next day we haſted thence, and having an ca- 
ſterly wind to helpe vs, we ſpared our arms from row- 
ing : foratter we entred Orenoque, the riuer lieth for 
the moſt part eaſt and weſt , euen from the ſea vnto 
Q»itom Peru, This river is nauigable with thips little 


Tlefle than 1000.miles , and from the place where we 
_ entred it may be failed vp in ſmallpinaces to many of 
_ thebeſtparts of Neo reyno de granada,and of Popayan : 
_ and from noplace may the cities of theſe parts of the 


Indies be fo caflly taken and inuaded as from hence. 


All 
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All thatday we ſailed 'vp a branch of chatriverhauing 


on the left handa greariland, which rhey cal Afapann, 


which may -containe ſome faue and twentie- miles in 
length,& 6.miles in bredth,the great body of the riuer 
running” on the other ſide of this land: Beyond that 


middle branch there is alſo another Ilandin the rjuer, 
called wana, which is twile as big as the Ifle. of 5ght, 


and beyond it, and betweene itand the maine of Gria-_ 


»a,runneth a third branch of Orenoque called Arraroopa- 
za: all three are goodly branches, andall nauigable 
for grear ſhips. Iiudge the riuer in this place to ja at 
leaſt thirtie miles brode, reckoning the lands which

diuide the branches in it, for afterwards I ſought alſo 


both the other branches, 

After we reached to the head of this Iland , called 
Aſapara , a little to the weſtward on the right hand 
there opened a.riuer which came from the north, cal- 


led Exrepa, and fell into the great riuer,& beyondit,on 


the fame ſide, we avkored-for that night, by another 
land fix miles long, and two miles brode, which they 
call Ocaywita: From hence in the niorning we landed 
two Geiamans,which wetound inthe towne of T opari- 


mac, that came with vs, who wentto give notice of 
our comming to the Lord of that countrey called Pu- 


tyma, a follower of T opiawari ; chiefe Lord of Arromaia, 


 whoſucceededeIorequito , whom(as youhaue heard 
| before) Berreo put to death, but his rowne being farre 


within the land, he-came notvnto vs.thatday,ſo aswe 
ankored againe that night neere the banks of ano- 
ther Iland, of bignes much like the other, which they 
call Patapayma ; on the maine lande,, ouer againſt 
which Iland was averyhigh.mountaine called Oecope : 

we 
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we coueted to ankor rather by theſe Tlands inthe ri- 
uerthan by the maine, becauſe of the Tortugas egges, 
which our people found on them in great abundance, 
 & allobecaule the ground ſerued better for vs to calt 
ournets for fiſh, the maine banks being for the moſt 
part ſtonie and high,and the rocks ofa blew mertalline 
colour , like vato the beſt ſteele ore, which I aſluredly 
take it to be : of the ſame blew ſtone are alſo diuers 
great mountaines , which border this riuer in many 

Places. L 
The next morning towards nine ofthe clocke, we 
weied ankor, & the brize encreaſing,we failed alwaies 
_ weſtyp the river, and after awhile opening the lande 
on the right fide, the countrey appeered tobe cham- 
paine,and the banks ſhewed very pertect red: I there- 
fore ſent two of the little barges with captaine Gifford, 
_ andwithhimcaptaine Thy, captaine Calfield, my co- 
Hen Greenuile, my nephew 7s. G:lbert , captaine Eynus, 
maſter Edw. Porter.and my colen Butſhead Gorges, with 
{ome fewe ſoldiers, to march over the banks of that 
red land , and to diſcouer what maner of countrey it 
was on the other{ide,who at their returne found it all 
a plajne leuell, as farre as they went or could diſcerne, 
from the higheſt tree they could ger vpon: And my 
old Pilot,a man of great trauell brother ro the Caſſiqze 
Toparimaca told me, that thoſe were called the plaines 
of the Sayma, and that the fame leuell reached to Ca- 
mana, and Carracas 11 the weit Indies, which are 120. 
leagues to the north, and that there' inhabited fower 
principall nations. The firſt were the Sazma, the next 
Aſſawat , the third and greateſt the Wikirt, by whom 
Pedro Hernandez de Serpa before mentioned was ouer-

 throwen, as he paſſed withthree hundred horſe from 
Cumanatowards Orenoque, 1N his enterprize of Guiana, 
the fourth are called A4roras , and are as blacke as Ne- 
gros, but haue ſmooth haire, and theſe are very vali- 
ant, or rather deſperate people, and haue the moſt 
ſtrong poiſon on theirarrowes , and moſt dangerous 
ofallnations , of which poiſon Iwillſpeake ſorwhat: 
being digreſſion not — OE AIICNS 
There was nothing whereof I was more curious, 


than to finde ont the true remedies of theſe poiſoned 


arrowes, for beſides the mortalitie of the wotind they 


make , thepartie ſhot indureth the moſt inſifferable 


torment in the world , and abideth a moſt vglie and 


lamentable death, ſomrimes dying ftarke' mad , fom- 
times their bowels breaking our of their bellies, and 
are preſently diſcolored, as blacke as pitch, and ſo vn- 
fauery, as.no man canendure to cure, or to attend 
them: And itis more ſtrange to know , that in all this 
time there was neuer Spaniard , cither by gift or tor- 
ment that could attaine to the true knowledge of the 
cure, although they haue martyred andpur to inuen- 
_ tedtorture I know not kow mary of them. But euery 
one of theſe Indians know itnot, no not one among 
thouſands, but their ſfouthfſaiers and prieſts, who do 
conceale ir, and onely teach it but from the father

to the ſonne,”*? *-** ; 


_ Thoſe medicines which are wilgar,and ſerue for the 


ordinarie poiſon, are made of the ivice of a roote cal- 
led Tzpara: the ſame alſo quencheth maruellouſly the 
heate of burning feauers,and healeth inward wounds, 
and broken veines, that bleed within the body. ButI 
was more beholding to the Guramars than any Wy 
Bore) | I 2 Or 
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for dArthania de-Berres tald mie. that he could never at- 
raing to the knowledge therof, & yer they taught me 
thebeſt way of healing as wel therof,as ofal other poi- 
ſons,Some of the Spaniards haue been euretin ordj- 
nary wotmnds,of the common potfoned artowes with 
the wace of garlike:burt this is a generall rule forallmE 
that ſhall heerafter trauell the Indies where poiſoned 


 arrowes are vicd, that they oudt abſtainefrom drinke, 


for ifthey- take any-ljcor-into-their bady ,; as theyſhall 
be maryclloufly prouoked therunto by drovght,I fay,if 
they drink before the wound bedrefied; or foone vpoR 
it.there is no way with them but preſent detah;. 

| Andie Iwilreturne again;to, or. jourtey which "Mk 
this third day we finthed, and caltankorhgiihe DECre 
the continent, on the lekthandbetweene two mouns 
taines, the one called Aram, and the other. : I 
made .no ſtay heere bug, till midnight, for I feared 
howerly leaſt any: raite thould fall, ab then it had 
beene impollible to have gone any further vp, not- 


withſtanding that there .1s every. day a very ftrong 


brize, and eaſterly winde. I deferred the ſearch of the 


countrie on Guiara fide, till my returne downe the ri- 


uer. The nextday-weailed bya great Dand, wu. the 


middle of the riner, called Haneripano, and. as. wee 
walked a while on the Land, while'the Galey got a 
head of vs. there came after vs from the maine, a 
{mall Canea with ſeuen or ejght Guiarians, to inuite vs 
to ankor at their port, but] deferred ittill;my.xeturne ; 
Ifvas that C alli 1que tO WROM thoſe N eos went,whbich 
came withvs from the towne of Teperimaca- and; fo 
the fift day we reached as high vp as the Province of 
Arr omaia the COUNUTICY of So orequitg whom Berreo

executed , and ankored tothe weſt of an Tland called 


Murrecotima, ten miles long and fine brode : and that. 


night the Caſſi que Aramiari, (to whole towre we made 
our long and ROY vaiage outof the river of Amana) 


_ paſtedbyvs. 


The next day we arriued at the- port of Moreguito, 
andankored there , ſending away one of our Pilots to 
ſeeke the king of Aromara, vacle to Morequiro, ſlaine by 
Berreoas aforefaide. The next day following, before 
noone he caine to vs on foote from his houſe , which 
was 14 Engliſh miles,(himſe}fbeing 110 yeers old)8 
returned ”n foote the fame daje., & with him many 


of the borderer: 3, with many DR & children, that 


came-to woonder at ovr na tion, and to bring vs down 
victuall, which they did in-great plenty, as veniſon; 
porke, hens: chickens, foule, fith, with diuers forts of 


excellent fruirs, and rootes, &oreat abundance of P#> 


74z, the princeſle of fruits, that e grow vader the Sz, ef. 
pecially thoſe of Gra, They brought vs alfo ſtore of 
bread,and of theirwine,anda fort of Paraquites,no big- 


ger chan wrens , and of all other ſorts-both ſmall and 


great: One of hom gaue me a beaſt called by the Spa- 
niards Armadilla, which they call Caſfacam, whieh ſee-: 
meth to be all barred ouer with ſmall plates ſomie- 
what like toa Rerocero, with a white horne growing 
in his hinder parts, as bigas a greathunting horne, 
which they vie to winde in {teed of a trumper. Mo- 
vardus writeth thata little of the powder of that hogn 
pur into the eare,ctreth deafnes. * 
Atter this old king had reſted a while in 2 ie 

de tent, thatI cauſed to be fer vp,I began by my in- 
terpretor to di{courle with him of the death of Mo- 
Yequito 
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requits his predeceſſor, and afterward of the Spani«. 
ards, andere I went anie farther I made himknow

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the cauſe of my comming thither , whoſe ſeruant 
I was, and that the Queenes pleafure was, I ſhould 
vndertake the voiage for their defence, and to de- 
liver them from the rtyrannic of the Spaniards, dila- 
ting at large (as I haddone before to thoſe of Tr: 
nedado ) her Majeſties greatnes , her 1uſtice , her 


charitie to all oppreſſed nations , with as manie 


of the reſt of her beauties and vertues , as either 
I coulde expreſle , or they conceiue , all which be- 
ing with great admiration attentiuely heard , and 


maruelloufly admired , I began to ſound the olde_ 


man as touching Gmiara , and the ſtare thereof, 
what ſort of common wealth it was , how gouer- 
ned , of what ſtrength and pollicy , how farre it ex- 
tended, and what nations were friends or enimies 


adioining , and finally of the diſtance, and way toen- 


ter the ſame : he told me that himſelfe and his peo- 
ple with all thoſe downe the riuer towards the ſea , as 
farre as Emeria, the Prouince of Carapana , were of 
Guiana , but that they called themſelues Orenogue- 


poni , bicauſe they bordered the great riuer of Ore- 


2oque, and that all the nations betweene the riuer and 
thoſe mountaines in ſight called wacarima, were of 
theſame caſtand appellation : and thaton the other 


{ide of thoſe mountaines of wacarima there was a 


nx plaine (which after I diſcouered in my returne) 
Cap 


d the valley of Amariocapana, in all that valley 


the people were alſo of the ancient Guianians , Iaf- 


ked what nations thoſe were which inhabited on the 
furtherſide of thoſe mountaines, beyond the valley of 


Amaricapana, 
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Amariocapana, he anſwered with a great ſigh (as a man 


which had inward feeling of the lofle of his conntrey 


and liberty, eſpecially for that his eldeſt ſonne was 


{lain in a battel on that {ide of the mountaines, whom 
he moſtentirelyloued,) that he remembred in his fa- 
thers life time when he was very old , and himſelfe a 
yoong man thatthere came down into that large val- 
ley of Guiana, anation from fo far off as the Sx» lepr, 
(for ſuch were his own words ,) with ſo greata multi- 
tude as they could notbe numbred nor reſiſted, &thar 


they wore _ coats, andhats of crimſon colour, 
which colour 


e cxpreſled, by ſhewing a peece of red 


wood, wherewith my tent was ſupported, and that 


they were called G reiones, and Epuremet, thoſe that had 


flaine and rooted out fo many of the ancient people 
as there were leaues in the wood vpon all the trees,and 
had now made theinſelues Lords of all, euen to thar 
mountaine foote called Czraa,fauing onely of two na- 
tions, the one called Iwarawaguaeri;and the other Caf- 


pagoros,and that in the laſt bartell fought betweene the 


Epuremet, and the Iwarawaquerr, his eldeſt fon was cho- 


| ſen to carry to the aide of the Iwarawaqueri, 4 great 


troupe of the Orenoqueponi,and was there flaine, with al 
his people & freinds, and that he had now remaining 
but one ſonne: and farther told me that thoſe Epure- 


21 had built a great town called cMacurregnarai, at the 


ſaid mountaine foote, atthe beginning of the great 
plaines of Gziaza, which have no end : and that thejr 
houſes haue many roomes, one ouerthe other, and 
that therein the great king of the Oreiones and Epu- 
remeikept three thouſand men to detend the borders 


againit them , and withall daily to inuade and flaie 
____ _ them: 
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them: but that of late yeeres fince the Chriſtians of- 


fred ro inuade his territories ,and thoſe frontires,they 
wereall at peace, andrtraded one withanother, ſauing 
onely the Imarawagqueri, and thoſe other nations vpon 
the head of the riucr of Caro/i,called C:fſpagoros,which 
we afterwards diſcouered, each one holding the Spare- 
ard for acommon enimie. j, 
Atter he had anfivered thus far, he defiredleaue to 
depart, ſaying thathe had far to go,that he was old,8c 
weake, and was ecuery day called for by death, which 
was alſo his owne phraſe : I deftred him to reſ{twith vs 


_ thatnight,burT couldnor intreat him, but he rold me 


that at my returne from the countrie aboue, he would 
againe come to vs, and in the meanetime prouide for 
vs the beſt he could, of all thathis countrie yeelded : 
the ſame night hee returned to Orecotona his owne 
towne, ſo ashewent that day 28. miles, the weather 
being very hot, the countrie being ſituate betweene 
4.and 5. degrees of the Equinoftiall, This Topiawars 15 
held for the proudeſt, and wiſeſt of al the Orenoquepori, 
and ſohe behaued himfelfe rowards me 11 all hjs an- 


ſrvers at my returne, as Imaruelled to finde a man of 


that grauityand judgement, and of fo good diſcourſe, 
that had no helpe of learning nor breed. 


Thenextmorningwe allo left the port, and failed 


alfo for that I vnderſtood it led to the ſtrongeſt nati- 
ons of all the frontires, that were enimies to the 
Epuremer,which are ſubieCts to 7 nga Emperor Of Guia- 
wa, and Mama , and that night we ankored at ano- 


In 
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_ weſtward vp the river, to view the famous riuer called | 
Careh;, as well bicauſe itwas maruellous of itſelfe, as 
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in length , and the nexr day arrined at the mouth of 


Caroli,wheE we were ſhore of it as low or further downe 


as the port of Horequito we heard the great rore and 
fall ofthe riuer, but when we came to enter with our 
barge and wherries thinking to haue gone vp ſome for- 
tic miles to the nations of the Caſſpagetos, we were 
notable with a barge of eight oares to rowe one ſtones 
caſtinan hower, and yetthe riuer isas broad as the 
Thames at Wolwich, and we tried both ſides , and 


the middle, and cuery part of theriuer , ſoas we in- 
camped vponthe bankes adioyning , andſenrt offour 


Orenoqnepone ( which came with vs from C31 orequito ) 


- to giue knowledge to the nations vpon the riuer of our 


being rhere,andthat we deſired to ſee the Lords of Ca- 
zeria,which dweltwithin the prouince vpon thatriuer, 
making them know that we were enemies to the Spa- 
nyards, ( foritwas on this riuers fide that MH orequits 
ſlew the Frier, and thoſe nine Spaniards which came 
from Mazoa, the Citie of Inga, and tooke from them 


40000. peſoes of Golde ) ſo as the next daie there 


came doine a Lorde or Caſſze called ranuretona 
with many people with him, and brought all ſtore 
of prouiſtons toentertainevs, as the reſt had done, 
AndasI had before made my comming knowne to 


Topiavart, lo did acquaint this Cafiqzetherewith,and 


howe [ was ſent by her Maieſty for the purpoſe afore- 
{aid, and gathered alſo what I could of him touching 


the eſtate of Gxia»a, and I founde that thoſe alſo of 


Caroli were not onely enemies to the: Spaniardes- but 
molt of all to the Eprremei, which abounde'in Gold, 
and by this Wanuretona , 1 had knowledge that on 


the heade of this riger were three mighty nations ,

thatif wecentred the lande ouer the mountaines of 
Ciraa, wee ſhould ſatisfie our ſelues with golde and 
all other good things : bee told vs farther of a nation. 
called I»arawaqueri before ſpoken off, that held daily 


warre with the Epuremei that inhabited Macareguarai 


the firſt ciuill towne of Gziana, of the ſubices of 1- 
£4 the Emperor. 
Vponthis riuer one Capraine George, that I tooke 
with Berreo tolde me there was a preate ſiluer mine, 
and tbart it was neere the banckes of the ſfaide riuer, 


Bur by this time as well Oreroque , Carli, as all the 


reſt of the rivers were riſen fowre or five foote in 
height , fo as it was not poſſible by the ſtrength of 
any men , orwith any boate whatlocuerto rowe into 


the river againſt the ſtreame. Itherefore ſent Captaine 


Thyn 5 Capraine Greenutle, my nephew F/ ohn G 71 /bert, my 
colen Buthead G orges , Captaine Clarke, and fome 30 
ſhot moreto coalt the river byJande, and to goe to 
a towne ſome twentie miles ouer the valley called 
cAmnatepoi, and if they found guides there,to goe far- 
ther towardes the mountaine foote to another greate 
townegcalled Capurepara, belonging to a Caſſique called 
Haharxcoa ( that was a nephew to old Topiawariking of 
Arromaia our chiefelt friend) becauſe this towne and 
prouince of Capwrepara adioyned to Macureguarai, 
which was the frontier towne of the Empire : and 
the meane while my ſelfe with Capraine. Gifford, Cap- 
rainc Calficld,Edw Hancocks, & ſome halte a doſen ſhor

a Churchtower, which fell with that fury , that the. Y } 
rebound of waters made it feeme, asif it had beene ik 
all couered ouer with a great ſhower of rayne: and in | 


ſome places we tooke itatthe firſt fora ſmoke that had 34 
riſen ouer ſome great towne.. For mine owne part I 
was well perſwaded from thenceto haue returned, be- 
ingavery ill footeman, bur the reſt were all ſo deſirous 
ro goe necre the laid ſtraunge thunder of waters, as 
they drew mee on by little and little, till we came into 
thenextvalley, where we might betcer diſcerne the 
fame.

herons of white, crimſon , and carnation pearching 
on the rivers {ide , the ayre freſh with a gentle

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caſterlie wind,ardecuery ſtone that we ſtooped to take 


' vp,p. omiſed eyther golde or fiJuer by his complexion. 


Your L, ſhallſec ot many ſortes, and ] hope ſome 
of them cannot be bettered vnder the ſunne, andyer 
we had no meanes but with our daggers and fingers to 
tcare them out heere and there, the rockes being moſt 
hard of that minerall {parre aforeſaid, and is like a-- 
flint, and is altogether as hard or harder, and beſides 
the veynesliea tathome ortwo deepe inthe rockes, 
But we wanted all thinges requiſite ſaue onelie our de- 
ſires, and good will to haue performed more if it had 
pleaſed God. To be ſhort when both our compas 
nies returned,cach ofthem brovght alſo ſeuerall ſortes 
of ftones that appeared very faire, but were ſuch as 


\ they found looſe on the ground, and were forthe moſt 


part but cullored,and had nor any gold fixed in them, 
yetſuch as had no judgement or experience kept all 
that gliſtered, and would not be periwaded but it was 
rich becauſe of rhe luſtre, and brought of thoſe,and of 
AHMargueſte with all,trom Trinedado , and haue deliue- 
red of thoſe ſtones to betried in many places , and 
have thereby bred an opinion that all the reſt is of the 
ſame: yer ſome of theſe ſtones I ſhewed afterward to a 
Spaniard of the (aracas who told me that it was E! Ma- 
are deloro,and that the mine was farther inthe grounde, 


 Butir ſhall bee founde a weake pollicie in mee,eyther 


to betray'my ſelfe , or my- Countrey with imagi- 
nations, neyther am I ſo farre in loue with that lod- 
ging, watching, care, perill, diſeaſes , il] ſavoures, 
bad fare, and many other miſchiefes that accompa- 
ny theſe voyages ,as to woo myſelte againe into any

1/hiddon, and our Chirurgion Nich, Millechap broughr 


me akinde of ſtones like Saphrres,what they way proue 


I knowe not 5 I ſhewed them tO {ome of the Orenogue- 
poni , and they promiſedto bring meto a mountaine, 
that had of them verye Jarge peeces growing 
:Diamond wiſe: whether jt be Chriſtall of the moun- 
taine, Briſtoll Diamona, or Saphire | doe not yet knowe, 
but I hope the beſt, ſure I am that the place is as likely 
asthoſe from whence all the rich ſtones are brought, 
and inthe ſame height or very neare ._ On the letc 
hand: of this riuer Caro/rare {eated thoſe nations which 


are Called Iwarawakeri betore remembred, which are 


enemies to the Epuremei: and on the heade of it ad- 
 loyningto thegreate lake Caſſpa, are ſituate thoſe 0- 
ther nations which alſo reſiſt 7 »ga , and the Epuremer, 


c alled (- aſſepagotos » Eparegotos , and Arrawagotos . Ifar-: 


ther videritood that this lake of Caſipais ſo large, as it 


is aboue one daies iourney for one of their Cana to 


crofle ; which may be ſome 40. miles,and that therein 
fall diuers riuers, and that great ſtore of graines of 
Goldeare found.inthe ſummer time when the lake 
falleth by the banckes, in thoſe braunches. There is 
alſo another goodly tiuer beyond Caro/i which is called 
_ Arui, which allorunneth thorow the lake Ca/pa, and 
falleth into O-exoque farther weſt, making allchar land 
berweene Caroliand Ari an lland, which is likewiſea 
moſt beawtitull countrey. Next vnto 4rzithere are 
two riuers 4toica and Caora, and on that braunch 
which is called Caoraarea nation of people , vvhole 
heades appeare not aboue their ſhoulders, vvhich 
though it may bethoughta meere fable, yer for mine 
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ownepattI am reſolueditis true, becauſe cuery chiid - 
inthe prouincesof Arromar and (anri aftirme the 
ſame: they are called Emapanoma: they are reported to 
haue their eyes in their ſhoalders,and their mouths in 
the middle of their breaſts,&rhar along train of haire 
groweth backward betwen their ſhoulders. Theſonne 
of Topiawari, which [ brought with mee intro England 
rolde mce that they are the moſt mightie men of all 
thelande, and vic bowes, arrowes, and clubs thrice 
as bigge as any of Griana, or of the Orenoquepori, and 
that one ofthe Imarawakeri tooke apriſoner of them 
the yeare before our arriuall there, and broughthim 
into the borders of Arromaia his fathers Countrey : 
Andffarther when I ſeemed to doubt of it , hee tolde 
me that it was no wonder among them , bur that they 
wereas greata nation, and as common, as any other 
inallthe prouinces, and had of late:yearcs flaine ma- 
pic hundreds of his fathers people , and of other nati- 


.ons their neighbors, butit was not my chaunce to 


heare ofthem til I was come away,andif I had but ſpos» 
Ken one word of it wiile I was there , I might haue 
brought one of them with me ro putthe matrer outof 
doubt. Sucha nation was written of by IMaundenile, 
whole reportes were held for fables many yeares , and 
yet {ince the Eaft 7:dies were diſcouerecd, wee finde 
his relations true of ſuch thinges as heeretofore were 
held incredible : whether it betrue orno the matter is 
not great, neither can there be any profit in the imagt- 
nation, for mine owne part Iſawthemnor, batT am 
reſolucd that ſo many peovle did not all combine, or 
forethinke to make the report. ns 


Wheal came to Cumars inthe welt rdics afterwards, 


by 
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by chaunce Iſpake with a ſpanyard dwelling not farre 
from thence ,a man of great trauell, and after he knew 
that I had ben in Gaza, and ſo farre direQtlie weit as 


Care, the firſt queſtion he aſked me was whetherT had | 


ſeene anie of the Emaipazoma , Which .are thoſe 
without heades : who being eitecmed a moſt honeſt 


man of his word, andin all thingeselfe, rold me that 


he had ſeen manic of them: 1 may not name him be- 
cauſe it may be for his diſaduantage, but hes well 
known to Monfrer. Hucherons fonne of London , and 
to Peter Aucheron marchant of the Flemiſh ſhipp that 
' was there intrade, who alſo heard whathe auowed ro 


berrue of thoſe people . The fomth riner rothe weſt 


of Carol: is Caſnero which. falleth into Orenoque on this 
fide of Amapaia, and thatriueris greater then Dan- 
b1us » OT any of Enrope * it riſeth onthe ſouth of Gi- 
avafrom the mountaines which deuide G#iana from 
Amazones, and Ithinke it to be nauigable many hun- 
dred miles : but we had notime, meanes, nor ſeaſon 


of the yeare,to ſearch thoſe riuers for the cauſes afore- 


ſaid,the winter being come vppon vs, alchough the 
winter& ſummer as ronching cold & heate difter nor, 
neither do the trees euer ſenciblie loſe their leaues, but 
baue alwaies fruite cither ripe orgreen,and moſt of the 
both bloſſomes,leaues,ripe fruite,8& green at one time: 
Buc their winteronelie conſiſteth of terrible raynes, 
and ouerflowings' of the riuers , with many great 
Normes and guſts , thunder ,andlightnings, of which 
we had our fill, ere we returned . On the North 
_ fide 3 the firſt riuer that falleth 10to Orenoque 1s Cart, 
beyond ir on.the fame fide is the.riuer of. Zimy, be- 
tweene theſe twois a great nation of Canibals, and BY

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chiefe towne beareth the name ofthe riner and is cal- 


led Acamacart : atthistowne is a continuall markerre 


of womea for 3 or 4 hatchets a peece , they are bought 
by rc Arwacas , and by then lſolde into the welt 1n- 


dies-, Tothe weſt of Lim is theriucr Pao, beyond 


it Caturi, beyond that Yoari and Capri which falleth 
out ofthe great tiuerof cAeta, by which Berreo del- 
cended From Nucuoreyno degranada .Tothe weſtward 
of Capur: is che prouince of Amapaia , where Berreo 
wintered,and had ſo many of his people poyſoned 
with the tawny water of the marſhes of the Anebas. 
Aboue Amapata a towarde Nueuo reyno fall in , CM e- 
ta, Pato , and Caſſanar -to the weſt oftheſe towardes 
the prouinces of the Aſhagnas & Catetios are the ri- 


ers of Beta, Dawney, and Yharro, and towardes the 


fronrtyer of Perz are the prouinces of Thomebamba. 
and Carimalta : adioyning to Qziro in the North of 
Pera are the riuers of Grracar and Goaxar: and on the 
other {1de of the ſaide mountaines the riuer of Papa- 
mene which delcendeth into AAlaragnon or e Amaz ones 
paſimg through the prouince ofthe 44aty/ones where 
Don Pedro de Oſua who was {layne by the traytour 
Apirt before rehearſed . builr his Briganaines ) when he 
{ought Guarna by the waie of Amazones . Betwene 
Dawne, and Bera lieth a famous Iland in Orenoque now 
Called Baraguan( Foraboue Hera it is not knowne by 
thename of Orenoque ) which ts called Arhule , beyond 
which,ſhips of burden cannotpaſſe by reaſon of a moſt. 
forcible ouerfall, and Current of waters : but in the 
eddy all ſmaller veſſelles may be drawen euen to Pers 
itſeife: But to ſpeake of more of theſe'riuers without 
the deſcription were but tedious , and therefore I will

leaue thereſtto the diſcriprion. This river of Oreno- 
que is nauigable for ſhips little lefſethen 1000, miles, 
8&forleſler veſſels neere 2000. By it(as aforeſaid)Pery, 
Nutnoreyno, ' Popatan ,may be inuaded:italio leadeth to 
that great Empire of ga, and to the prouinces of 4- 
mapaia,and Arebar which abound in gold: his branches 
of Coſnero , Manta , Cara deſcend from the middle 
land and valley , which lyeth betiweene the eaſter pro- 
-uince of Pere and Gxiana; and it falles into the ſea 
berweene Maragrox and Trinededo in two degrees and 
a half,al which your Honors ſhal better perceiue inthe 
generall eſcription of Guiaxa, Peru, Nucuo reyno, the 
kingdom of Popayar , and Roidas , with the prouince of 
I'enſuello, tothe bay of Yraba behind (artagena , welt- 
ward: and to Amazones ſouthward, VVhile we layat 
ancar onrhe coaſt of Caxuri, and had taken knowledge 
of all the nations vpon the head and braunchesof this 
river, and had founde out ſo many ſeuecrall people, 
which were enemies to the Eparemei, and the newe 
Conquerers:{ thought ittimeloſtto linger any longer 
inchat place, eſpecially for that tnefury of Orexoque 
beganne dailic to threaten.vs with daungersin our 
returne, for no halfe day paſſed, but theriuer began 
to rage and ouerflowe very fecarefully , and the raines 
camedowneinterrible ſhowers, and guſts in greare 
abundance: and withall, our men beganne to cry out 
for want of thifc, for no man had place to beſtowe 
any other apparrell then that which he ware on his 
backe, and that was throughly waſht on his body for | 
the moſt part ten times in one day ; and we had nowe 
beene well neare a moneth , cucry day paſſing tothe 
weltwarde , farther 8& farther from our ſhippes. Wee 
- therefore

therefore turned towards the eaſt, and ſpentthereſt of 
the time in difcouering the riuer towardes the ſea, 
which we had notyer viewed, and which was moſt 
materiall. Thenextday following weleft the mouth 
of Care/i, andarriued againe at the port of Horequito 
where we were before ( tor paſſing downe the ſtreame 
we went without labour, and againſt the winde , little 
leſlethen 100.,miles aday:)Afſoon as I cameto ancori 
ſent away one for old Topiawari,with who 1 much deft- 
redto hauefarther conference, & alfo to deal withhim 
tor ſome one of. his countrey, to bring with vs into 
England, as welkto learne the language, as to conferre 
withallby the way, (the time being now ſpent of anie 
longer ſtay there) within three howers after my mc{- 
{enger cameto him, he arrived alſo, and with him 
ſuch arabble of all ſortes of people , and euciy one lo- 
den withſomewhat , as if it had beenea great market 
or faireinEngland :.and our hungrie companies clu- 
ſtered thicke and threefold among their baskers.;cuer 
one laying hand on what he liked. After he had reſted 
awhile in my tent, Iſhur out all but ourſelves, and my 
interpreter, and told him that I knew that both the 
Epareme: andthe Spaniards were enemies to him, his 
countrey, and vations : that the-one had conquered 
Guiana areadic, & that the other ſought torepaine the 
ſamefrom them both : And therefore I defired him 
troinſtru& mewhat hee coulde, both of the paſſage 
into the, golden partes of Gziara, and ro the ciuill 
rownes and appartelled people of 7-ga . Hee gaue 
'me.An aunſwcre to this effect : firſt that hee did nor 
percejuethat I meant to goe onwarde towardes the 
Citic of CH avea, for neyther the time of the yeare 
te 1 TEE ſerued

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ſerued, neyther could he perceiue any ſufficientnum- \\ 
bers for ſuchan enterprize: and if I did { was ſure with | 
all my company to be buried there ,forthatthe Empe- "w 
rour was of that ſtrength, as thatmany times fo many 1 
men more were too few : beftdes he gaue me this good 
counſel! and aduiſed me to hold it in minde ( as for 
himſelte he knewe , he couldenorliue til my returne) 
that I ſhoulde not offer by any meanes heereatrer to L 
inuade the ſtrong partes of Gxia,a withoutthe helpe U 
of all thoſe nations which were alſo their enemies: tor 'F 
thatit was impoſſible without thoſe, eyther to be con- A 
ducted,to be victualled,or to haue ought carried with \# 
vs,our people apt being ableto indurethe marchin ſo "ol 
great heate; and trauell, vnicfle the borderers gaue iff 
themhelpe, to carry withthem both their meate and 
furniture: For he remembred that in the plaines of 
CAHacmreguarai 300. Spaniards were ouerthrowen , 
who were tired .out, and had none of the borderers 
ro their friendes, but meeting thei cnimies as they paſ- 
ſed the frontier , were inuironed of all fides,and the 
people ſetting thelong dry grafle on fire, ſmathered 
them ſo as they hadno breath to fight, norcoulde dif- 
cerne their enemies for the great{moke. He told me 
 fartherthatfowerdaies iourney from his towne was 
| AM acureguarai ,and thatthoſe werethe next, andnea* 
F reſt of the ſubietes of nga , and of rhe Epuremes , 

and the firſt towne of apparrelled and rich people, 

and that all thoſe plates of Golde which were 

ſcattered among the borderers and carcied to 0- 

ther nations farre. and neare, caine from the ſaide 

AMacureguarai and were there made , but that thoſe 


of the lande within, wete farce 'finec , and were 
L 2 faſhioned 
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76 Trnr D1$SCcovrRIE 
faſhioned after the Image of men , beaſtes,birdes,and 
fiſhes. 1 asked him whether he thought that thoſe 
companies that I had there with me,were ſufficient to 
take that towne or no, he told me that he thought 
they were . Ithenasked him whether he woulde af- 
6ſt mewith guides,and ſome companies of his people 
to ioyne with vs,he anſwered that he, would go himſelf 
with all the borderers, if the riuers did remaine forda. 
ble, vpon this condition that Iwouldeleaue with him 
till wyreturne againe fiftie ſouldiers, which hee vn- 
dertooke to vidual: I anſwerd that I had nor aboue 
fiftie good men in all there , the reſt were labourers 
and rowers, and that1hadnoprouijfentoleaue with 
them of powder, ſhot, apparrel], or ought el{e,and 
that without thoſe thinges neceſlarie for their de: 
fence, they ſhoulde be in daunger of the Spaniardes 
in my abſence, who I knew woulde vſe the ſane mea- 
ſure towardes mine, that I offered them at Trinedads: 
And although vpon the motion Captaine Calfeide, 
Captaine Greenzile , my nephewe Tohz Gilbert and di- 
uers others were defirours to ſtate, yet I was re- 
| ſolued that they muſt needs haue periſhed,for Berreo 
expected daily a fupply out of Spayne, and looked 
. alfo howerly fot his fonne tocome downe from Ne- 
woreyne de Granada , with many horſe and foote, and 
had alſoin Ya/cxtiain the Caracas, 200, horſe readie 
to march,arid I couldenor have ſpared aboue fortic, 
| and had rot anie ſtore at all of powder, leade, or 
watch to.have left with them , nor anie other proui- 
ſion, eyther ſpade, pickeaxe , 'or ought elſe to haue 
fortified withall . When I had given him reaſon 
that I could not atthis time leaue him ſucha c6pany.

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he then cefired meto forbeare him, and his countrey 
for thattime ,for hee aſſured methar I ſkeulde bee 
no ſooner three daies fromthe coaſt, but thoſe Epw- 
remei woulde inuade him, and deſtroye all the re- 
mayne of his people andfriendes, it hee ſhoulde any 
way cyther guide vs, oraffiſt vs againſt them, Hee 
turther alleadged that the Spaniards fought his death, 
and asthey had afteadie murdered his Nephery A1c- 
requiro Lorde of that prouince, ſothey had him 17. 
daies ina chaine before hee was king of the Coun- 
trey,andledde himlike a dogge from place to place, 
vntill hee had paide 100. plates of Golde, anddiuers 
chaines of ſpleene {tones for his raunſome , and nowe 
 lincehee became owner of that province that they 


had manie times laide waite totake him,andthat they 


woulde be nowe more vehement when they ſhoulde 
vnderſtand of his conference with the Engliſh , and 
becauſe ſaid hee,they woulde the better diſplant me, it 
they cannct Jay handes on mee, theyhaue gottena 
Nephew of mine called Eparacanvo whome they haue 
chriſtened Don 1«an,and his ſonne Dox Pedro, whome 
they haue alſo apparrelled and armed, by whome 
they ſceke to make apartie againſt mee,in mine owne 
countrey: heealſo hath taken to wife one Loxiana, 
of a ſtrong familjie, whichare my borderers anq neigh- 
bours : and my ſelfe. becing nowe olde and in the 
handes of death, am not able totrauell nor to ſhift, as 
when I was of younger years: hee therefore prayed vs 
to deferreittillthenextyeare when hee would vnccr- 
take todrawcinall the borderers to ſctue vs,andthen 
21{o. it woulde be more ſ{eaſonable to travel , for at 
 thisrimeof they care, we ſhould not ke able to paſic

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any riner, the waters were and would be fo growen cre 


 ourreturne, Hee farther told me that I could nor de- 


ſireſo much to inuade 47acareguari,&the reſt of Guiana 


bur that the borderers would be more vehemert then 


[for he yeelded for a chiefe caule chat in the wars with 
the Epzremei,they were [poyled of their women, and 
thatrtheir wiues and daughters were tacen from them, 
to as for rheir owne partes they delired nothing of the 
gold or treaſure, for their labors, but onely to recouer 
women from the Epmaremei : for he farther complay- 


' nedvery fadly (as if it had beene a matter of greate 


conſequence ) that whereas they were wont to haue 


_ tenor twelue wiues, they were now inforced to con- 


tentrhemſclues with three orfower, & that the Lords 
of the Eprremeihad 50.0r 100, And in truth they warre 
more for women,the eyther for gold or dominion. For 
the Lords of countries deſire many children of their 
O»ne bodies,to encreaſe their races and kindreds, for 
inthoſe conſiſt their greateſt rruſt and ſtrength . Di- 
uers of his followers afterwardes deſired me to make 


Haſh againe,that they might ſacke rhe Epuremet 9 and I. 


asked them of what? they anſwered, of their women 
tor vs, and their Golde for you: for the hope of many 
oithoſle women they more defire rhe warre, then ey-. 


ther tor Golde, or for the recouery of their ancient ter= 


ritoties. For what betweene the ſubieQes of 7»ga,and. 


the Spaniards, thoſe frontiers are growen thinne o 


people, and alfo great numbers are fled to bther nati- 
ons farther off for feare of the Spanyardes . After 
] receiued this aunſweare of the olde man , wee 
fell into conſideration , vvhether it had beene of 
better aduice to hauc cntered Hacrreguara: , 

. and 
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and to have begunne a warre vpon 7-ga at this time,yea 
_ orno, ifthe time of the yere, andallthinges clic had 
ſorted. For mine own patt ( as we were not able to 
march it forthe rjuers , neither had any ſuch ſtrength 
as was requiſite, and durſt not abide the coming of 
the winter , or to tarrieany longer from our ſhips) 
I thought it verie euill counſe]l ro haue attempted 
itatthattime, although the deſire of golde will aun- 
{were many obiections : But it woulde haue been in 
mine opinion an viter ouerthrowe to the enterprize, 
if the ſame ſhould be hereaiter by her Mateſtie atrewp- 
ted:for then (whereas now they haue heard we were c- 
nemies tothe Spaniards and were ſent by her Maicſtic 
torelieue them) they would as good cheape have toy- 
ned with the Spanyards at our returne, as to haue yeel- 

ded vnto vs, when they had proued that we carne both 
| for oneerrant, andthat both ſought but ro ſacke and 


ſpoyle them , but as yet ourdefier of gold, or our pur- 


poſe of inua{id is not known vnto thoſe ofthe Empire: 
& itis likely that if her majeſtic vndertake the enter- 
prize,they will rather ſubmit themſeſues to her obedi- 
encethento the Spanyards,otwhoſe cruelty both the- 
ſelues & the borderers haue alreadietaſted:& therfore 
tilIhad known her maieſties pleaſure, I woulde rather 
hauc loſtthe ſacke of one or two townes ( although 
they might haue- been very profitable ) then to haue 
defaced or endaungered the future hope of ſo ma- 
ny millions , andthe great good, andrich trade which 
England maie bee pofleſſed off thereby . I am. al- 


ſured nowe that they will all die even to the laſt ' 


man againſt the Spanyardes , inhope of our ſuc- 
coure and returne ; whereas otherwiſe it 1 had

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either laid handes on the borderers, orranſommed che 

Lordes as Berreo did, or inuaded the ſubicAs of rga, 

I knowe all had been toft for hereafter . After that 

I had reſolued Topiewar: Lorde of Aromaiathat | could 

not atthis time leaue with him the companies he deſt- 

red , andthatl was contented to forbeare the enter- 
prize againſt the Epareme; till thenext yeare , hetrec- 

| ly gaue mehis onelieſonnetotake with me into Eng- 
land, aud hoped, that though he himſelfe had but a 
ſhort tymetoliue, yer that by our meanes his ſonne 
ſhoulde be eſtabliſhed after his death : and Llefr with 
him one Frawnzcis Sparrow,a feruant of captaine Gifford, 
(who was deſirous to tarry, and coulde deſcribe a cun- 
treywith his pen ) and a boy of mine called Hugh Good- 
win, to lexrnethelanguage . I after aſked the manner 
howe the Epxreme: wroughtthoſe plates of golde, and 
howe they coulde melt it out of the (tone; he tolde me 
that che moſt ofthe gold which they made in plares 
and images was notſcuered from the ſtone, but that 
on the lake of 149 ,and in a multitude of other riuers 
they gathered it in graines ofperfe& golde and in pee- 
ces as bigg as ſmall ſtones, and that they put to ita part 
of copper,otherwife they coulde not worke it, and that 
tey vieda great carthen potte with holes round about 
ic,and when they had mingled the gold and copper to- 
gether, they faſtned canes to the holes, and ſo with the 
breath of men they increaſed the fire till the metrell 
ran,and then they caſt it into moulds of ſtone and clay, 
and ſo make thoſe plates and Images . I hane ſent 
your Honours, of two forts ſuchas I conlde by chance 
{ecourr,more to (ſhew the manner of them, then for the 
value:For Ididnotin any fort make my deſire of golde 
known, 
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knowen , becauſe I had neyther time, not power to 
haue a greater quantitic . I gaue among them ma- 
nye more peeces of Golde then I receaued of 
the new money of 20, ſhillings with her Maieſties 
picureto weare, with promiſe that they would be- 
come herſeruants thencefortn. 0 
I haue alſo ſent your Honors of the oare, whereof 
I knoweſomeis asrich asthe earth yeeldeth anic, of 
which I know thereis ſufficient, if nothing elſe were 
to be hoped for, But beſides that we were not able 


ro tarry and ſearch the hils, ſo we had neither pioners, 


bars,ſledges,nor wedges of Iron,to breake the ground, 
wichout which there is no working in mynes : but we 
ſawe all the hils with ſtones of the cullorof Gold and 
ſiluer, and wee tried them to be no Hargueſtte, and 
therefore ſuchas the Spaniards call E/ Madre del ora, 
' which is an vndoubted aſſurance of the generall a- 
bundance; and my ſelfeſaw the outſide of many mines 
of the white ſparre, which I knowto be the ſame thar 
all couet inthis worlde, and of thoſe, more then I will 
ſpeake of. 

Having learned what I could in Cannriand 4romaia, 
andreceiueda faithful promiſe of the principalleſt of 
thoſe proninces to become feruauntes to her Maie. 
tie, and to reliſtthe Spanyardes, if they made any 
attempt in ourabſence , andthatthey woulde drawe 
in the nations about the lake of Caſſpe , and thoſc 


. Inarawagqueri , | then parted from olde Topiawart, 


and received his ſonne for a pledge betweene vs , 
22d left with himtwoofours as aforeſaid : ToFraxcis 


| Sparrowe I gaue inſtructions totrauell to Macnregna- 


74, with ſuch marchaundizes as I left with him, 
| Mo thereby 
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thereby to learnethe place, and if it were poſhble to 
20 on,to the great City of Aaroa:which being done, 
we weyed ancor ,and coaſtedthe river on Gzian2 ice, 


becauſe we carve vp onthe north fide , by the launes 


of the Saima and wikiri. 

There came with vs from Aromaia, a Caſigue called 
Putma, that commannded the prouince of Yarepans, 
( which Putyma {lewe the nyne Spaniardes vppon 
Carol; before ſpoken of,) who deſired vs to reſtat the 
porte of his Countrey , promiſing to bring vs to a 
mounraine adioyning to his towne that had ſtones 
of the cullor of Golde, which hee performed : And 
after wee hadreſted there one night, I went my ſelfe 
in the morning with 'moſt of the Gentlemen of my 


campany, ouer landetowardes the ſaide mountaine , 


marching by ariuers ſide called Ha , leauing on 
the right hande a towne called T#teritoa, ſtanding in 
the prouince of Tarracoa 5 of which Wariaaremagoto | 
is principall: Beyond it lyeth another towne to- 
wardes the ſouth, in the valley of Azariocapana, which 
beareth the name of the ſaide valley , whole plaines 
ſtretch themſelues ſome 60. miles inlengrh,caſt and 
weſt, as fayre grounde , andas beawrtifull fieldes , as 
any man hath euer ſeene,withdiuers copſes ſcattered 
heere and there by the rivers fide, and allas full of 


deare, as any forreſt or parke in England, and in eue- 


ry lake and riuer the like abundance of fiſh and fowle, 

of which 7 rr aparragota is Lord. y 
Fromtheriuer of £/ana,we croſt another riuer in 
the ſaid beawtifull valley called 0:aza, and reſted our 
ſelues by a clearelake, whichlay in the middle of the 
laid 0iana, and one of our guides kindling vs fire with 
two 
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ewo ſtickes, we ſtated awhile to dry our ſhirts, which 
with the heat hong very weete & heauy on our ſhoul- 


ders . Afterwards we ſought theford to paſſe ouer to- 
wards the mountain called Jcour:,where Puryma tore- 


rold vs of the mine. [n this lake we ſaw one of the gread 


fiſhes, as bigas a wine pipe, which they call 24ana;, 
and is moſt excellent and hollome meate, Bur after I 
percciued,that to paſle the ſaide river woulde require 


| halfeadaies march more, I was not able my ſelfe to in- 


dure it, and therefore ſent Captaine Keymr with fix 
ſhotte to goe on , and gaue him order not toreturne 


tothe portof Putyma, which is called Chiparepare,but 


rotakelcaſure, and ro march downe the ſaid valley, 
as farre as ariuer called Camaca, where I promiſed 
ro mecte him againe , ( P-t5ma himſelte promiſing 
alſo to be his guide,) and as they marched, they letr 


the cownes of Emparepana , and Caprrepanazon the right 


hande , and marched from P-t4mas houſe,downe the 
ſaide valley of Amariocapana, & wee returning the 
ſame daie to the riuers ſide , ſawe by the way ma- 
ny rockes , like vato Golde oare, and onthe left hand, 


a rounde mountaine which conſiſted of minerall 


From hence werowed downethe ſtreame,coaſting 


the prouince of Parines As forthe braunches ofriuers 


which Iouerpaſle inthis diſcourſe, thoſe ſhalbe better 
expreſſed inthe deſcription, with rhe mountaines of 
Av, Ara,&the re{t,which are firuace inthe prouinces 
of Parinoand Carricurrina. When wee were come as 
farre downeas the Jande called Arriacoa , (whereOre- 
zoque deuideth ir felfe into three great braunches, 


each of rhem becing moſt goodly riuers,)Iſent away 
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Captaine Hewry T hyn 5 and Captaine Greenenile with 
the Galley, the neareſt way, and tooke with me Cap- 
taine Grfford , Captaine Calfeiid , Edward Porter , and 
Capraine Eynos with mine owne barge ) and the WO 
wherries, and went downe that braunch of Orenoqze, 
which is called Careroopana, which leadeth towards E- 
eriathe prouince of Carapara , and towards the caſt 
ſea , as well to finde out Captaine Keymis , whome I 
had ſent ouer land , as alſo to acquaint my ſelte with 
Carapana, who is one of the greateſt of all che Lordes 
of the Orenegueponi: and when we came to the river of 
Camaca (to which Putyma promiſed to conduct Cap- 
tainc Keymes ) I left Captaine Eynos and Maſter Po-- 
zer inthe ſaidriuerto expe his comming, and the 
reſt of vs rowed downe the ſtreame towardes Eme- 
ria. | 
In this braunch called Cararoopana were allo ma- 
ny goodly-llandes, fome of {1xe miles long , ſome of 
renne, and ſome of Twentie , when it grewe towards 
ſunne ſett, we entred/a braunch of a river that fel into 
Orenoqgue Called Winicapora , where I was enformed 
of the mountaine of Chriſtall , to which in trueth 
tor the length of the way, and the euill ſeaſon of the 
yeare,I was notable tomarch, nor abide any longer 
vpon the journey: weeſaw it a farre offandir appea- 
redlike a white Churchtowre of an exceeding height: 
Therefallech ouer it a mightieriuer which toucheth 
no parte of the {ide of the mountaine , but ruſherh 
ouer thetoppe of it, andfalleth to the grounde with 
aterrible noyſe and clamor, as 1 1000, grcate belles. 
were knockt one againſt another. I thinke there 
is not inthe worlde fo ſtraunge an ouerfall , nor ſo 
wonderful 
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wonderfull to beholde : Berreo tolde mee that ir 


hath Diamondes and other precious ſtones on it, 
and that they ſhined very farre off: but what it hath 
I knowe not ,neyther durſt he or any of his men al- 


cende to the toppe of the ſaide mountaine , thoſe 
people adioyning beeing his enemies (as they were) 


and the way toitſo impaſhble. 


Vpon this riner of #mecapora vvee reſted a while, 


and from thence marched into the Countrey to a 
tovvne called after the name of theriuer, vvhereof 
the chiefe was one Twmitrara, whoalſo offered to con- 
duct mee tothe toppe of the ſaide mounraine called 
Wacarima: Butvvhen wee camein firſt to the houſe 


of the ſaide Timitwara, beeing vppon one of their 


feaſt daies , wee founde them all as drunke as beg- 
gers, andthe pottes vvalking from one to another 
vvithout reſt : vveethat were vveary , and hotre vvith 


matching, vvere glad of theplenty, though a ſmall 
quantitie ſatisfied vs, their drinke beeingyvery ſtrong 


and heady , and foreſtedour ſelues avvhile; after vve 
had fedde, vveedrevve our ſelues backe toour boats, 
vppon the riuer, and there cameto vs all the Lordes 


_ of the Countrey, vvithall ſuch kinde of vittuall as 


theplaceyeelded, and vvith their delicate vvine of 
Pinas,and vvith aboundance of hens,and other proui- 


ſions, and of thoſe ſtones vvhich vvee call Spleene- 


ſtones . Wee vnderſtoode by theſe chicferaines of 
Winicapora , that their Lorde (arapana vvas departed 


from Emeria vwvhich vvas nowe inſight , andthat hee 
_ vvas fledde to Cairamo, adioyningto the mountaines 


of Guiana » OUCT the valley called eAmariocaparna , bee. 
ing perſvvaded by thoſe tenne Spanyardes vvhich 
M3 | 
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lay at his houſe, that we woulde deſtroy him, and his 
Countrey. - ok os 
But after theſe Caſſiqus of Winicapora and Saporato- 
a his followers perceiued our purpoſe , and fawe 
that we came as enemies to the Spanyardes onely, 
and had not ſo much as harmed any of thoſe narti- 
ons, no though wee founde them to bee of the 
Spanyardes owne feruantes , they aflured vs that 


Carapaxa woulde bee as readte to ſerue vs , as any 


of the Lordes of the prouinces,which wee had paſ- 


ſed; and that hee durſt doe no ocher tiil this daic 


but entertaine the Spanyardes , his countrey. lying 
ſo direQy in their waie , and next of all other to 
any enterance that ſhould bee made in Gziana on 
that ſide. | | 

And they farther aſſured vs, that it was not for 
feare of our comming that hee was remoued , but. ro 
bee acquitedof thoſe Spanyardes or any other that 
ſhoulde come heereafter. For the prouince of Cai- 
roma iS fituate atthe mountaine foote, which deuiderh 
the plaines of Gia»a, from the countries of the O-. 


 renogueponi : by meanes whereof if any ſhoulde come 


in our abſence. into his townes , hee woulde 
{lippe ouer the mountaines into the plaines of 
Gniana amonge the Epxremes , where the Spa- 
nyardes durite not followe him without greate 
force. po 
Burt in mine opinion , or rather I afſure my 
ſelfe, that (arapa»a(beeing a notable wiſe and ſubtile 
fellowe,a man of one hundred yeares of age , and- 
therefore of greate experience )is remooued , to 
looke on, and if hee finde that wee returne Rrong, 
1c 
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hee will bee ours, ifnot, hee will excuſe his departure 


to the Spanyards,and fay itwas for feare of our com- 
ming. 


VWe therefore thought it booteles torowe fo farre 


downe theſtreame,or to ſeeke any farther for this olde 
fox: and therefore frome the riuer of 7aricapana(which 
lieth ac the entrance of Emeria,)we turnedagain, and 
lefeto rhe Eaſtward thoſe 4 rivers which tall from our 
the mountaines of Emeria into Orexogue, which are 
waracapars , Corrama , Akanirt 8 and 7 paroma : belowe 
thoſe 4.are alſo theſe brannches and mouths of Orengg 
24e , which fall into the Eſt ſea , whereot the firſt is

laſt 5mi : beyond then, there fall out of the: land be-

cis nowe timeto returne towardes the North,and 
wefounde it a weariſome way backe, from the borders 


of Emetia, torecouer vp againe to the head of the ri- 
uer Carerypana , by which we deſcended , and where 


we parted fromthe galley,which I dire&edto take the 
next way to the Porte of Toparimaca:, by which we en- 
tred firſt, TER | 
All the night it-was ſtotmie and darke , and full 
of thunder and great ſhowers , ſoas we were driven 
to keepe cloſe by the bankes. in our {mall boats , be- 
ing all heartely afraid both of the billowe , and ter- 
rible Current oftheriver . By the next morning wee 


recouered the mouth of the river of Camaca, where 


wee left Captaine Eyus and Edward Porterto attend 
M 4 | " me 
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the coming of Capatine keymi ouer land : but when 
we entredthe ſame, they had heard no newes of liis 
ariuall, which bredde in vs a great doubt what might 
be become of him : Irowed vp a league or two far- 
ther into the riuer, ſhooting off pecces all the way, 
chathe might know of our being there : And thenexr 
morning we hearde them anfwere vs alſo with a peece: 
we tooke them abord vs , and tooke our leauc of P«- 
ty» their guide , who of all others moſt lamentedour 
departure, and offred co ſend his ſonne with vs into 
England, if we could hauc ſtaide till he had ſent backe 
to his towne : but our hearts were cold to beholdthe 
oreatrageand increaſe of Oreogne, and therefore de- 
parted , andturned towarde the weſt, till we had re- 
couered the patting of the 3 braunches aforeſaide, 
” we might put downe the ſtreame after theGal- 

=_ —. ED 

The rext day we landed on the Tland of Aſapara 
(whick deuideth the river from that braunch by which 
wewent down to Emeria ) and there feaſted our ſelues 
with that beaſt whichis called Armadilla preſented vn- 
to vs before at 7micapora, and the day following we 
recouered the galley at ancour atthe port of Toparima- 
ca , ana theſame eucning departed with verie fowle 
- weather and terrible thunder,and ſhowers , for the 
vvinter vvas come on verie farre : the beſt vvas, vve 
vvent nolefſe then 100 miles aday, dovvn the riuer: 
but by the way weentred, it was impoſſiblic to return, 
tor that the riuerof A424, being in the bottome of 
_ the bay of Gaavips, cannot be ſayled back by any 
meanes , boththebrize 'and curreme'of che fea were 
loforcible , and therefore we followed a braunch of 
— Orenaque 
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Orenoque called Capari, which entred into the ſea caſt- 
ward of our ſhips , to tne end we might beare with 
them before the wind , and it was not without neede, 
for we had by thatwayas much to croſſe of the maine 
ſea, after wee cameto the rivers mouth as betweene 
Grauelyn & Doxer,in{uchboats as your Ho:haucheard. 

To ſpeake of what paſt homeward were tedious ,cy- 
ther to defcribe or name any of the rivers, Ilands, or 
villages of the T:w1tinas which dwell on trees; we will 
leaucallthoſe rothe generall mappe: Andto be.ſhorr, 
when we wereatriuedat the ſea ie the grew ourgrea- 
ecſ{t doubr, and the birtereſt of all our iourney forepal- 
ſed, for I proteſt before God, that wee werein a moſt 
deſperatecſiate -for the ſame night which we ancored 
inthe mouth of the riuer of Capur;, where it falleth in- 
rothe ſea, there aroſe a mighty ſtorme, and the riuers 
mouth was at leaſta league broad, ſo as weran before 
night cloſe vaderthe land with our ſmall boates , and 
brought the Galley as neere'as we could , bur ſhe had 
as much a doetoliue as coulde be, and there wanted 
| lirtle of her ſinking, andall thoſe inher: for mine own 
part, [confeſle, I was very doubtfull which way totake, 
cyther to goc Querin ithe peſtred Galley, there bec- 
ing bur (xe foote water ouer theſands, fortwo leagues 


together,and that alſo inthe channell, & ſhedrew fue: 


or to aducuture in ſo greata billow, andinſodoubefull 
weather, tocroſferhe ſeas in my barge! The longer we 
rarriedthe worle it was, arid therefore [took Captaine 
Gifford, Captaine'Celfeild, & my colen Greenenile, in- 
to my barge, andafter ic cleared 'vppe., about mid- 
night wee put our ſelucs to-Gods kreping, and thruſt 
out. into the ſea , leauing the Galley at ancor , who 
% N durſt 
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caſtes as they tearme them, the one called*Cjanery, 


durſt not aduenture but by day light: And ſo beeing 


all very ſober,and melancholy , one faintly chearing 


another to ſhew courage, it pleaſed Godthatthe next 
day about nyne of the clocke,we deſcryed the lland of 
Trinedado , and (tearing forthe neareſt part of it, wee 
keptthe ſhore til we came to Criapan where we found. 
our ſhipsatancor,then which, there wasneuer to vs 
more ioyfull fight. TY A 
Now thar it hath pleaſed God to ſerd vs ſafe to ovr 
ſhips zir istimeto leaue Giaza tothe Sunne, whom? 
they worſhip , and ſteare away towardes the north : I 
will therefore 1n a fewe wordes finiſh the diſcouery 
thereof .

To make mention of the ſeueral beaſts, birds, fiſhes, 
fruites, flowers,gummes, ſweete woodes, and of their 
ſeuerall religions and cuſtomes, would forthe firſt re- 
quire as many volumes as thoſe of Geſ#erm, and 
for the reſt another bundic'of Decades. The religion of 
the Epzremeiis the fame which the 7»gas,Emperors of 
Peruvied , which may beredin Cieca , and other Spa- 
niſh ſtories, howe they belecue the immorralitic of the 
Soule, worſhip the Sunne, and bury withthem aliue 
theirbeſt beloued wiues andtreaſure, as they likewiſe 
doc in Peg»in the eaſt Indies, and other places .The O- 
renogueporr bury not their wiues with them 3 but their 
Jewels, hoping to wy tes apaine. The Arraca 
dry the bones of their Lordes, and their wiues and 
friendes drinke them in powder. In the graves ofthe 
Perunians,the Spanyards founce their greateſt abun- 
dance of treaſure: The like alſois to be found among 
theſe people in euery prouince. 'They have all many 
wiues, andthe Lordes fiue folde to the common ſort: 
their wiues never cate with their husbands,nor among 
the men, but ſerue their husbandes at meales, and at- 
rerwardes feede by themſelues , Thoſe that are paſt 
their yonger yeares, make alltheir breade and'drinke, 
and worke thceircotten 'beddes,and doe all elfe of ſer- 
vice and Jabour,for the men doe nothing but hunte, 
fth,play , and drinke,when they are out of the wars. 

I wil enterno furtherinto'diſcourſe of their maners, 
lawes and cuftomes and becauſe Thaue not my ſelfe 
ſeencthe cities of /»g4,] cinotauowon my credit what 
I hauc heard,although itbe very likely,thatthe Empe- 
rour 7»g« hath built and ereed as magnificent palla- 

ces 
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ces in Guiana, as his aunceſtors didin Perx which were 
for cheir riches and rarenes moſt niarueilous and exce- 
ding alin Erope,and Ithinke of the world,Chin« excep- 
red, which alſo the Spanyards(which I had) afſured me 
to be of trueth, as alſothe nations of the borderers, 
who being but Saluaisr,to thoſe ofthe Inland,do cauſe 
much treaſureto be buried with them, for I was en- 
formed of one of the Caſiquiof the valley of Amari- 
_ ecapana which had buried with himalittle:before our 


arriual] , a chaire of Golde moſt curiouſly wrought, 


which was made eyther 10 HMacureguarai adioyning, 
or in Alana: But if wee ſhoulde haue grieued them 


in their religion at the firft, before they had beene. 


taught better , and haue digged vppe their graues, 


wee had loſtthemall: and therefore I helde my firſt | 
_ reſolution , that her maieſty ſhould eyther accepr or 


refuſe the enterpriſe, ere any thing ſhoulde be done 
that might in any ſort hinder the ſame, And if Pers 
had ſo many heapes of Golde, whereofthoſe Ingas 
were Princes,and that they delighted ſo much therein, 
no doubt bur this which nowe liucth and raigneth 
in Mana, hath the ſame humour, and I am aſſured 
hath more abundance of Golde, within his territo- 
rice, then all Perz , andthe weſt Indies. 

For the reſt,which my ſelf haue ſeene I will promiſe 
theſe things thatſollow-and knoweto be true. Thoſe 
that are deſirous to diſcouer and to ſee many nati- 
_ ons, may beſatisfied within this riuer , which brin- 
_ geth forth ſo many armes & branches leadingto ſeuc- 
rall countries, & prouinces,aboue 2000.miles eaſt and 
weſt,and 800. miles ſouth and north : and oftheſe.,the 
moſt eyther richin GoJd, or in other marchandizes. 
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The common. foldicr (hal liere fight tor gold,and pay 
himſelfe in ſteede of pence, with plates of halfe afoore 
brode,wheras he breaketh his bones in other warres for 
prouant and penury. Thoſe commanders and Chict- 
' taines, that ſhooteat honour,andabundance, ſhal find 
there more rich and bewtifull cities , more temples 
adorned with golden Images , more ſepulchers filled 
with treaſure,theneither Correz found in Mexico,or Paz 
z4roin Pers: and the ſhining glorie ofthis coaqueſt_ 
willeclipſc all thoſe ſo farre extended; beames ofthe 
Spaniſhnation. There is no countrey which yeeldeth 
more pleaſure tothe Inhabitants,cirher for theſe com- 
- mondelights of hunting, hawking, fiſhing , fowling, 
andthe reſt,then G#i« doth, Ir hath ſo many plaines; 
cleare riuers, abundance of - Pheſants , Partridges , 
Quailes, Rayles, Cranes, Herons,and all other fowle- 
Deare of all ſortes,Porkes, Hares, Lyons, Tygers,Leo- 
pards, and diuers other ſortes of beaſtes ,cyther for 
chace,or foode. It hatha kinde of beaſtcalled (am, 
or Anta.,as bigge as an Engliſh beete, and in greate 
plenty. . 

Tofpeake of the ſeuerall ſortes of euery kinde, I 
feare would betroubleſometo the Reader , and there- 
fore I will omitte them, andconclude that both for 
health ;good ayre,pleaſure,and riches, lam reſfolued 
It cannot bee equalled by any region eyther in the 
caſt or welt. Moceouecr the councrey is ſo healthfull , 
as-100, perſons and more, -which lay ( without (hitc 
moſt{lurtiſhly;andweretuery day almoſt melced with 
Heatig rowing & marching, and ſuddenly wet againe 
witl:great ſhowers, and did cate of all ſorts of corrupt.

It 
can therefore hardly beregained , if any ſtrength bee 
formerly ſet downe , but in oneor two places , and 
but two or three crumſters or galleys buylt , and fur- 
niſhed vpon the river within: The weſt Indies hath 
many portes, watring places, and landings, and nea - 
rerthen 300. miles to Gx/aza,no mi can harbor a ſhip, 
except he know ohe onely place, which is not lear- 
ned in haſt, and which ] will vndertake there is not a- 
ny one of my companies that knoweth , whoſocuer 
hearkened moſt after it. 

Beſides by keeping one good fort, orbuilding one 
rowne of ſtrength,the whole Empyre is guarded, and 
whatſocycr companies ſhalbe 'afterwardes planted 
within the land, althoughin twenty ſeuerall prouin- 
ces, thoſe ſhall bee able all to:reunite themſclues v- 
pon any occaſion eyther by the way of one riuer, or 
bec able to march by land without eyther wood, bog, 
or mountaine:; whereas in the weſt Indies there are 
tewetownes, or prouinces that can ſuccouror relieue 
onerhe other; eyther.by land or fea: By lande the 
countries are eyther deſart, mounreynous, or ſtrong 
Enemies: By,ſca, it any.man inuadeto the Eaſtward, 
thoſe tothe weſt cannot in many-months turne againſt 
the brize and eaſterwind,beſides the Spanyardes are 
therein ſo diſperſed, as they are nowhere ſtrong, but

is madeknowen to her Maieſty by her own vaſſal,& by 
him that oweth to her more duty then an ordinary ſub- 
ict,ſo that it fall ill ſort with the many graces and be- 


nefites which I hauec receaued to abuſe her highnes, 
cither. with fables or imaginations . The countrey is 
alreadie diſcouered, many nations won to her Maie- 
ſties loue & obedience, & thoſe Spanyards which haue 
lateſt and longeſt labored about the conqueſt, beaten 
our , diſcouraged anddiſgraced, which amonge theſe 
nations were thought inuincible, Her aieflic may 
in this enterprize employ all rhoſe fouldicrs and gen- 
tlemen that are yonger brethren, andall captaines and

wilbe onely the ficit fetting our in victualling and ar- 
mingthem:for afterthe firſt or ſecond yere I doubtnor 
butroſee in Londona Contratation -houſe of more 
receipt for G«:4ra , thenthere is nowe in ciuil for the 
Weſt indies. ET oY 
And Iam reſoluedrhatif there were but a fmal army 
atoote in Gxiana;marching towards Mane the chicte 
Citie of Inga, he would yeeld her Maiefty by compo- 
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ſition ſo many hundred thouſand pounds yearely , as 
ſhould bothdetende all enemies abroad,and defray all 
expences at home, andthat he woulde beſtdes pay a

From thence the 
ſaid Maſtcr of the Campe paſſed to the towne of Toroco, whoſe 
principail1s called T opiawary beeing five leagues farther with- 
in the land then the fa nation, & wel inhabited. And to this 
principal by meane of the interpretor they gaue to vnderſtand

rerpretor asking him from whence that Gold was,he anſwered 
from a prouince not paſhng a daies iourney of, where there are 


lo many Indians as would ſhadow the ſunne,and fo much Gold 


as all yonder plaine will not containe it « In which Countrey 
(when they enter into the Borachera)they take of the ſaid Gold 
in duſt, and anoynt thcmſclues all over therewith to make the 
brauer ſhewe, and tothe endthe Gold may couer them, they 
annoynt their bodies with ftamped herbesof a glewencus ſub- 
ſtance : and they haue warre with thoſe Indians, They promi- 
led ysthatif we would goe vnto them they would ayde vs, but 
they were ſuch infinite number as no doubt they woulde 
kjll ys. And being asked how they gat theſame Gold,they told 
ys they wentto a certaine downe or playne andpulled or dig-.

Theeight of May we went frem thence, and marched a- 
bout five leagues: at the foote of a hill we founde a principall 
called 5rataco,with 3eco Indians,men & women,all in peacc 
and with much victual,as hens and veniſon in great abundance, 
and many fortes of wine. Hee intreated vsto goe to his houle 
andtoreſt that night-in his towne being of 500. houſes. The 
interpretor asked whence head thoſe hens,ke ſaid they were 
brought frem a mountaine not paſſing a quarter of a league 
thence, where were meny Jndians,yea lo many as grafſe on the 
orornd , andthat theſe men had the points of their ſhoulders 
bigherthen.the Crownes of their heades, and had ſo many 
hens as was wonderfull, and if we would haue any we ſhould 
ſend them Jews harpes , forthey woulde giue for euery one 
two hens, we tooke an Indian and gaue him 500, harpes, the 
hens were lo many that he broughtys,as were not to be num- 
bred : Wee ſaid we would goe thither, they told ys they were 
now in their Berrachera and would kill ys, we asked the Indi- 
an,that brought the hensif it were true, he ſaid it was moſt true: 
' Weasked him how they made their Borrachera, he ſaide chey 
had many Fagles of Gold hanging on their breaſts, & pearls in 
their cares,and that they daunced being all covered with Gold. 
The Indian ſaid vnto vs,itwe would ſee the, we ſhould giue him 
ſome hatchers ; andhe would brisg vs of thoſe Eagles, The 
Maſter ot the Campe gaue him one hatchet(he would giue him 
no more becauſe they ſhould notynderſtand we went to ſeeke 
Gold)he brought vs an Eagle which wayed 27 pounds of good 
Gold. The Mafterofthe Campe tooke it,and ſhewedit tothe 
ſoldiers, and then threwe it from him, making ſhew not to re- 
eardit. About widnight came an Indian and faid ynto him, 


give me apickeaxe and ] wylte!l thee What the Indians with 


the high ſhoulders me aneto doe, the Interpretor told the Mez- 
fler of the Campe who commaunded one to be pgiucn him,he 
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then toldeys thole Indians were comming to kill vs for our 
marchandize . Heereupon the Maſter of the. Campe cauſed 
his company to be ſet in order,and beganne to march. The 17. 
day of May, we went abour 7 leagues from thence to a pro- 
uince, where we found a great company of Indians apparrel- 

ted, they told ys thatif we came to tight,they woulde fill yp 
thoſe plaines with Indians-o fight with vs , butif we came in 
peace , we ſhouldenter and be well entertained of them, be- 
caule they hada great deſire to lee Chriſtians, and there they 
told ys of all the riches that was, 1 doe not heereſetit downe, 


| becaulethere isno place forit, butit ſhall appeare by the intor- 


mation that goes to his Maieſty, for if it ſhould heere be let 
downe,fower leaues of paper wouldnot containe it.

IR,and my very good coſcn,there came of late certaine 
letters from a new diſcouered countrey,not farre from Tri- 
44s, Which they write,hath Goldin great abundance, the 
newesſeemeth ro be very certaine, becaule it paſſeth for good 
amoneglt the beſt of this City. Part of the information of the 
diſcoucry that went to his Maieſty, goeth incloledin Alonſor 
letters, itis a thing worth the ſeeing.

E faith that being at Trimidadoingr.hehad of an Indiau 
there apcece of Golde of a quarter of a pounde in ex- 


chaunge of a knife , the ſaid Indian tolde tum he had it at the 


head of that river which commeth to Paracoain the Trenidado, 
but ſaid within the riuer of Orezoqne,itwas in great abundance. 
Alſoin 93 bcing taken by the Spanyards,and brought priſo- 
ner into the land of adera(the place for his prifon ) there 
came in this meane time a barke of 4o tunnes from a newe 
diſconery . with two millions of Gold , the company whereof 


reported Gold in that place to be in great abundance, and cal= 


leditthe Naexuo Dorado This french man paſſed from Spaynec 


inthe barke, and hauing a cabben neere a gentleman , one 


of the diſcoucrers that came from that place m the ſaid barke, 
had diuers times conference with him , and amongſtother 


thinges of rhe great abundance of Golde in the ſaid Dorado 


being as they ſaid within the river of Orenoque.
